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ETIQUETTE CAUSES DELAY 


Minister ‘Taylor Forced to Wait a 
Little in the Mora Matter. 


NOTHING DONE QUICKLY IN MADKID 


Notice Always Required of an In- 
tended Call on the Spanish 
Minister of State—Little 


Fear for the Outcome. 


*’ WASHINGTON, June 20.—Hannis Taylor, 
the United States Minister to Spain, has 


not yet presented to the Spanish Minister 
of State the demand of the United States 
Government for the immediate payment of 
the Mora claim with interest from the 
date of Spain’s agreement to pay. Mr. 
Taylor only yesterday received, the in- 
structions which were forwarded from 
Washington June 8. But he previously had 
been advised by cable of their tenor, so 
that he was prepared to communicate at 
once with the Minister of State. He was un- 
able to proceed to-day because of Spanish 
official etiquette, which requires notice to 
be given of an intended call by a foreign 
Minister. Thursday is diplomatic day in 
Washington, but while Mr. Gresham was 
at the head of the State Department it was 
customary for diplomats to call upon him 
whenever they had important business to 
transact. Such freedom of action is un- 
known in Madrid, and it follows that sev- 
eral days are likely to elapse before Spain 
shail be 1.otified officially of the attitude of 
the United States with reference to the 
long overdue Mora indemnity. 

It is taken for granted at the State De- 
partment that the information exclusively 
supplied by The New-York Times yesterday 
morning has been transmitted by the Span- 
ish Minister to his home Government, and 
that the Minstry already is discussing pri- 
vately the peremptory character of Min- 
ister Taylor’s instructions. 

A member of the Administration, whose 
pinion carries weight, said this afte®noon 
that he would be much surprised if Spain 
should not interpret the demand as one 
made by a Government determined to bring 
about a settlement. Although the Spanish 
Government is at odds with the Cortes, it 
is believed by State Department officials 
that the emergency created by the demand 
of this Government will appear sufficiently 
grave to the Spaniards to induce them to 
consent to the payment of the indemnity. 


Although Mr. Cleveland has given notice’ 


of his intention to compel respect for the 
neutrality laws so far as Cuba is concerned 
there is a deep-seated feeling in Spain that 
the American people at heart favor cutting 


the ties which bind Cuba to Spain. Anxiety 
in Spain over the situation in Cuba will, it 
is thought, operate in favor of the pay- 
ment of the indemnity. A State Depart- 
ment officer said this afternvon that the 
Government undoubtedly was determined 
that Spain should pay, and that a further 
refusal would result in the laying of the 
entire matter before Congress, which, it 
might be assumed in advance, would favor 
the cdilection of the indemnity even at the 
expense of a showing of force on the part 
of the Government. 

There is little doubt that Spain will pay 
eae than have trouble with the United 
tates. 


MORA A RESIDENT OF THIS CITY 


&Palk with His Son Atrejio About 
the Claim Against Spain. 


Antonio Maximo Mora, whose claim 
against the Spanish Government for $1,500,- 
000 appears to be in a fair way of being 
settled is now, as he has been foryears, a 
resident of this city. He -has lived here 
since the Spaniards passed sentence of 
death upon him, at a time when he fortun- 
ately was in this country. Mr. Mora for the 
last thirty-five years has considered this 
city his home, although during a great por- 
tior of that time he has had large prop- 
erty interests in Cuba. The old firms of 
Mora & Nephews and Mora, Navarro & Co. 
are well remembered among the sugar deal- 
ers who years ago controlled the imports 
from Cuba. In both of the firms Mr. Mora 
was the controlling member. Mr. Mora 
lives at 161 West Sixty-third Street,.where 
his sons Antonio and Aurelio have made a 
home for him to ease his déclining years. 
His daughter keeps house for them, and 
consilers her father’s every wish. 

An effort was made to see Mr. Mora by a 
reporter for The New-York Times, but as he 
had heen abed for several days with neu- 
ralgia, his son Aurelio asked that he be 
excused. He said that, aside from his 
father’s temporary ailment, he was as well 
as could be expected for a.man seventy- 


seven years old, although his father’s father 
had lived for 110 years. 

Aurelio Mora spoke freely of his father’s 
case against Spain. 

“We have been waiting many years,” 
said he, ‘‘to have father’s claim paid. It 
long has been delayed, -but' we never have 
lost hope. Father always has been hopeful, 
and has had confidence in his adopted coun- 
try. His hopefulness has infected us, and 
we have come to have as strong a belief 
that his equities would be acknowledged 
as he has. 

“ Father owned plantations of. great value 

in Cuba, and in 1853 he acquired a residence 
in New-York. He did not become a citizen 
until 1869, however. although he had large 
business interests here. 
» *‘While the rebellion was: going on, in 
1869, a | Spanish authorities sentenced 
father to ¥eath and confiscated his property. 
The claim that he was implicated in the 
sporadic war which was then progressing 
was false, and had no foundation. They 
took his property, but fortunately could 
not take his life. 

“For a time he kept a cigar store, al- 
though he had formerly lived in great 
luxury. My mother broke down, after wor- 
rying for years, and died two years ago. 
She was a strong. hopeful woman, but had 
not the reserve power that father possesses. 

“The property that was taken by the 
Spaniards consisted of sugar plantations, 
factories, and warehouses, as well equipped 
as any that then existed in the island. 
This was all taken, and worked until the 
Spanish Government accumulated fully 
$2,500,000 from it, and it was then disposed 
of in some way. After the claim for in- 
demnity was made, the matter was con- 
sidered for several years, and then they 
suggested a compromise for $1,500,000 cash. 

“This was accepted, for the purpose of 
closing up the matter, but it has dragged 
along since 1886. The claim was made 
through Secretary Fish in 1870, who pro- 
tested against sentencing an American citi- 
zen to death and confiscating his property. 
He declared it to be a violation of the 
treaty between Spain and the States, and 
made a strénuous effort in father’s behalf. 

“Many protests have been made. Mr. 
Blaine tried to have the matter settled, but 
did not succeed. -Minister Belmont did all 
he could to aid father, but he also was 
unsuccessful, but it looks now as if Mr.

THE WHISKY TRUST PROPERTY 


Little Doubt that Judge Showalter Will 
Order Its Sale to the Reorgani: a- 
_ tion Committee, 


CHICAGO, June 20.—The climax in the 
Whisky Trust legal battle, which has been 
waged for several months, was practically 
reached this evening in Judge Showaiter’s 
court, at the conclusion of the arguments 
on the petitions of the Reorganization Com- 
mittee of stockholders for a sale of seven- 
teen distilleries and the Peoria headquar- 
ters, coupled with the offer of $9,800,000 for 
that part of the property. While the Judge 
did not say in so many words that he would 
enter a decree providing for the sale of the 
distilleries, he intimated as much, and did 
say after hearing ail the lawyers repre- 
senting the many interests that he would 
consider the matter of the order promptly 
and render his decision, which will prob- 
ably be done Saturday n>2xt. 

The Reorganization Committee lawyers 
here, Levy Mayer anc ex-Judge Moran, 
were jubilant and felt so confident that an 
orGer would be made that they telegraphed 


their New-York clients to that effect. They 
will regard the granting of the petition as 
the most substantial victory won so far, 
and think there will be smooth sailing now. 
By Aug. 1, ‘they expect to place the prop- 
erty bid for in the hands of the Reorgani- 
zation Committee. The terms of the sale 
order will rovide for advertisin thirty 
days, and if no bid in excess of $9,800,000 
is received at the public sale, the receiver 
will transfer the estate to the stockholders, 
who practically own it now. 

The court will require of the purchasers 
that they make all claims of creditors a 
prior lien on the property. The Greenhut- 
Morris opposition has already filed claims 
aggregating $590,000, but the Reorganiza- 
tion Committee does not believe the claims 
will have to be paid after adjudication. 

Mr. Mayer offered to-day to give any ad- 
ditional security which the court might 
exact for the payment of any allowed 
claims. 

The question of the claims which lessors 
of distillery ground might bring against 
the estate in the event of a sale. was pre- 
sented to the court by Noble B. Judah, who 
appears for Greenhut and Morris. He 
warned the court that the lessors, when 
they found their rentals were not paid, 
migne present claims for the whole period, 
and the possible aggregate of. liabilities in 
that connection was $2,340,000. 

It is the opinion of the Reorganization 
lawyers that the lessors cannot collect a 
cent, because they entered into an unlawful 
contract under the Supreme Court decision. 
The lawyers hinted that Greenhut might 
now get an injunction in a State court to 
restrain Judge Showalter from selling the 
property. 


ALARM FOR A LETTER CARRIER 


Bridget Wanted the Postman and Would

A disarranged fire-alarm box at One Hun- 
dred and Fourth Street and Madison Ave- 
nue saved several companies the trouble of 
a “‘run” yesterday. An Irish servant girl, 
employed at 1,535 Madison Avenue, mistak- 
ing the alarm for a letter box, and, suppos- 
ing that it was-intended to summon a letter 
carrier, twisted the handle about until she 
had collected quite a crowd, who expostu- 
lated in vain, and urged her to desist from 
attempting to ring the bell. 

She held the handle with a determined 
grip, giving it a vigorous twist at intervals, 
until a letter carrier, attracted by the crowd, 
came along and relieved her of the letter 
which she had been direeted to post im- 
mediately. Fortunately the latchet inside 
the box did not catch, and the alarm was 
not heard at’ the engine houses in the dis- 
trict. ; 

The first person attracted to the scene was 
an Italian laborer, who went through an 
energetic pantomime in his endeavors to 
explain the consequences of the ringing of 
the alarm if it were heard at the engine 
houses, and also to point oyt where she 


could mail her letter. Bridget, however, 
waved him away with a self-satisfied smile 
and kept turning away at the handle. 

Windows went up in the houses near by, 
and the Italian was joined by a crowd of 
children and Policeman Cody of the East 
One Hundred and Fourth Street Station. 
The girl, who was quite pretty, smiled 
benignantly on those about her, and tried 
to give them to understand that she could 
appreciate a joke as well as they, and, 
though she was just from the Emerald Isle, 
could not be imposed upon. 

Just as the letter carrier came along she 
waved the letter triumphantly in the air, 
and exclaimed: ‘‘ Och, shure, I knew ye’d 
come,”’ and, with a hearty laugh, turned 
away and ran to her home. 

The policeman was the first to speak. 

‘‘Say,”’ he asked the letter carrier, ‘ did 
you ever see anything to beat that?” 

The letter carrier thought he had not, and 
he had seen some odd things in his time. 


SONS OF TEMPERANCE GO ASTRAY 


When They Had Bayside Almost Re- 
formed They Fell into Evil Ways. 


BAYSIDE, L, I., June 20.—The Sons of 
Temperance, an organization of young men 
and women, after more than a year of 
successful work is so torn by dissensions 
that its disbandment may come at any 
time. 

The Rev. Arthur Crossley, who became 
prominent in the local Methodist Church 
and in the celebrated quilt contest that 
disrupted the congregation, organized the 
Sons gf Temperance more than a year ago. 


The members started in to reclaim the 
drinking residents of the village, and had 
much success. 

Unfortunately, some of the officers fell 
into evil ways, and the society came into 
disrepute. The trouble culminated in a re- 
cent meeting, when Frank Bouse, one of the 
most active reformers in the _ society, 
declared that with officers constantly in- 
toxicated, and several other prominent 
members in disgrace, the time had come 
for self-respecting members to withdraw. 
His remarks created a violent discussion, 
and the meeting broke up in disorder. 

The parents of a number of the young 
women members have prohibited them from 
attending any further meetings. 

Some of the members declare that the 
saloon men united to bring about the 
downfall of the society. 


No Squat Tower for Brooklyn.

AT THE O'BRIEN DEMOCRACY MEETING 


It Was Pointed Out that an Acquisi- 
tion from the State Democracy 
Wasof Importance—Views 


on Elective Offices. 


The O’Brien anti-Tammany Democracy 
met last night at its headquarters, in West 
Forty-second Street. One feature of the 
meeting which was considered of impor- 
tance was that John J. Doyle, who was said 
to have been a member of the State Democ- 


racy, had ‘*‘ come over’’ to the O’Brien peo- 
ple. Mr. Doyle was there. It was said 
that he “ had taken” about forty men with 
him. 

This information was given to a reporter 
for The New-York Times who reached the 
hall after the meeting had been in progress 
for some time, 

It was said that Mr. Doyle had made a 
speech in which he had said something 
about honest Democracy, and this had 
called forth applause. 

The atmosphere of reform and honesty 
in all things was quite perceptible. It 
chanced that near the reporter of The 
New-York Times were representatives of 
five other morning newspapers. Major 
Doherty was giving some information to 
them when a man of medium height, dark 
skinned, with a black mustache, came from 
the front of the room to where the news- 
paper men were seated. 

He said something to one or two of the 
reporters about the importance of the ac- 
cession from the State Democracy to the 
O’Brien Democracy. The reporter for The 
New-York Times had never seen him before 
and does not know his name. He came up 


to the reporter for The New-York Times 
and asked: 

“What paper do you represent?”’ 

“The New-York Times,” said the re- 
porter, 

“Let me speak to you a moment,” he 
said, and he stepped just outside the hall 
into a little corridor. The reporter followed 
him. He stopped, reached into a pocket, and 
drew out a quantity of money. It was a 
little roll of bilis. There may have been 


three or four. The reporter does not know 
how much it amounted to. The man 
pushed it toward the reporter hurriedly 
and said: 

‘* Here, take this.’’ 

The reporter used some emphatic lan- 
guage, which seemed to have effect, for the 
man said: 

** No; here, take it and buy something for 
all the gang,’”’ pointing toward the other 
reporters. 

The reporter for The New-York Times re- 
peated his remarks, and stepped back into 
the hall. The man with the black mustache 
disappeared down the corridor, and was no 
more seen in that section, 

The meeting listened to speeches from 

ex-Sheriff O’Brien and others. Mr. O’Brien 
discussed the appointments made by Mayor 
Strong. He eulogized Commissioner Parker 
of the Police Board. ‘‘ And I might say,” 
said Mr. O’Brien, “if there are any of you 
young men who are wanting places on the 
force—young men from twenty-one to thirty 
years of age—and you'll confer with our 
committee, maybe we can put you in the 
way. of,getting the appointment.” , 
--It- was ordered that‘resolutions ‘be pre- 
pared condemning- ‘the excessiveness of 
certain rules, requirements, and practices 
of the Civil Service Commission, and de- 
manding pledges from candidates for the 
Legislature, as a necessary condition for 
our mig. nig that they advocate and vote 
for a law to elect Police Magistrates. in 
the manner and form that District Court 
Judges are now elected, and that tha Jus- 
tices of Special Sessions Court shall be 
elected in the same manner as Supreme 
Court Judges are, that the Corporation 
Counsel be elected by the people, as was the 
law in former years, and that the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works be elected in the 
same way as the Controller of the City of 
New-York. 

“And, further, that it shall not be legal 
to appoint any person to any position in 
the Municipal Government, to receive any 
such appointment, or to pay for any serv- 
ice of any person so appointed, who shall 
not have been a legal resident of the City 
of New-York for a continuous period of 
five years preceding such appointment.”’

The 
Cincinnati left New-London this morning 
for New-York, where the Acting Admiral 
will join her. Commodore Bunce will be 
entitled to three aides, a Chief of Staff, 
Flag Lieutenant, and secretary. The Com- 
modore selected Lieut. Charles C. Marsh, at 


present attached to the Naval Observatory, 
as his secretary.

Wiil Probably His Attentien to 
Cordage Reorganization—Results of

J. Pierpont Morgan returned from Europe 
yesterday on the Germanic. His yacht Cor- 
sair was at Quarantine, and followed the 
ship to her pier. Mr. Morgan dismissed 
the yacht, intending to remain in the city 
overnight. He declined fo speak of the 
results of his trip, further than that it was 
his, habit to go abroad at this time of year, 
and that anything he might wish to say 
about this visit would be given out from 
his down-town office. 

This year’s trip was most successful, for 
it carried to completion the Government 
bond sale, and disposed on favorable terms 
of a great mass of railroad securities. Mr. 
Morgan will naturally find many demands 
on his time here, for he has been absent 
three months. Those in charge of Cordage 
reorganization will no doubt consult him. 
Their plan already has his approval. His 
direct influence will now be cast in its 
favor. The plan is also likely to receive the 
co-operation of the committee of security 
holders, represented by Robert L. Niles. 
Mr.. Niles had access yesterday to 
company figures. He saw enough to lead 
him to modify his former attitude and to 
imply that his committee might not oppose 
the reorganization plan. Whether the so- 
called Bondholders’ Protective Committee 
may persist in opposition will depend upon 
the support given it. It is not yet ready 
to declare its intention. 

John I. Waterbury of the Reorganiza- 
tion Committee of the United States Cord- 
age Company says that there is no founda- 
tion for a report that he and Mr. Barbour 
have resigned from the Reorganization 
Committee. He says that there are no dif- 
ferences of opinion among members of the 
committee; that the work it has undertaken 
is progressing satisfactorily, and that it is 
the desire of the committee to give the se- 
curity holders the fullest information re- 
garding the condition of the company. 


READY TO DEFEND THE MAYOR 


Not Necessary, However, Before the Repub- 
lican County Committee—Looking 
After New Election Districts, 


Several Brookfield Republicans went to 
the meeting of the Republican County 
Committee last night prepared to make 
a fight on behalf of Mayor Strong. Word 
had been passed among them that some of 
the Platt men were about to introduce a 
resolution censuring the Mayor for his ap- 
pointments, and the fighters of the Brook- 
field wing were ready to oppose it. 

There was no entertainment of this sort, 
however, for the resolution was not pre- 
sented, and the meeting was chiefly de- 
voted to routine business. 

A resolution was presented by the Com- 
mittee on Reorganization authorizing any 
enrolled Republican to copy the enrollment 
list on recommendation of any member of 
the Reorganization Committee. Chairman 
Doremus said in explanation that it had 
been suggested that the recommendation 
come from some member of the committee 
in the Assembly district of the person 
who wanted access to the rolls. Inasmuch 


as in some districts all the members of 
the committee were “‘ one way,’’ while some 
persons who were “the other way” might 
want to get at the rolls, this had been 
given up as possibly unfair. 

John. Sabine Smith insisted that there was 
but one kind of Republicans. 

‘‘Has the gentleman heard of the Blaine 
Club in his own district?’’ asked Abe Gru- 
ber, and a laugh followed. It is in this club 
that Mr.. Smith has a factional fight on 
hand -himgelf. 

The resolution was finally amended so as 
to give access to the-rolls on recommenda- 
tion of either a member of the Reorganiza- 
tion Committee or a member of the County 
Committee from the district in which the 
applicant lives, and, was. then adopted. . 

The Secretary of the committee was au- 
thorized to make temporary organizations 
in cases where election districts, are divided 
by the Assembly district lines. 

Some discussion was had as to the terri- 
tory recently annexed from Westchester 
County. Judge Hall said that was “no 
man’s land.”’ 

It was decided to take no action regard- 
ing it until after the Police Board has 
acted on the questions involved. 

Chairman Gruber of the Committee on 
Election Officers said there would be about 
250 new election districts under the redis- 
tricting. He had information from the Po- 
lice Board that the latter would establish 
the new election districts at an early date. 
He eapees the work would be done next 
week, ‘ 


MUST ENFORCE THE EXCISE LAW 


President Roosevelt of the Police Board 
Insists that Sunday Regulations Will 
Be Rigidly Carried Out. 


President Theodore Roosevelt of the Po- 
lice Board had this to say yesterday respect- 
ing the enforcement of the excise law: 

“We will see whether or not it is possi- 
ble to enforce the excise law in this city. 
Of course public sentiment is against clos- 
ing saloons on Sunday, but I am not deal- 
ing with public sentiment. I propose to 
deal with the law as it stands, The excise 
law is not to be enforced periodically, but 
constantly. It must be enforced with stead- 
ily increasing rigor on the part of the po- 
lice. If it proves impossible to enforce it, it 
will only be after the experiment of break- 
ing some Captains in the endeavor to se- 
cure the enforcement has first been tried. 

“With the new magistrates and with the 
Excise Board working as it is, I feel that 
there is a good chance to stop’®the lhw- 
breaking. In any event, the police have got 
to strain every nerve and to satisfy me 
beyond the possibility of doubt that every- 
thing possible has been done before I admit 
that the law cannot be enforced. 

“T am going to see if we cannot break 
the license forthwith of any saloon keeper 
who sells on Sunday. I will try to get at 
it through the courts and the Excise Board. 
I shall not let up for one moment in my 
endeavor to have the law enforced more 
and more rigorously. 

‘This applies to the biggest hotel as well 
as to the lowest grog shop. A rigid enforce- 
ment of the law will stop blackmail and 
corruption. The law will be enforced rigidly 
in the interest of every honest saloon 
keeper, and in the interest of honesty in 
the management of the poltes force. The 
chief chance for blackmail arises from hav- 
ing a law which jis not strictly enforced. 

“ Law-abiding citizens are rarely black- 
mailed. There must be no discrimination 
in the enforcement of the law. All offend- 
ers must be equally punished,”

Senator Coggeshall Answers the Let- 
ter of His Enemy. 


HE CALLS MILLER A LOW PECKSNIFF 


A Declaration on the Part of the State 
Senator With Regard to Him- 
self and His Constitu- 


ents in Oneida. 


ALBANY, June 20.—Senator Coggeshall 
this morning, through the columns of The 
Utica Press, answers the recently published 
letter of Warner Miller, in which the ex- 
United States Senator opposed the renom- 
ination of Senator Coggeshall. Senator 
Coggeshall was asked: 


“What do you think of Warner Miller 
and his letter? ’”’ 


“Well, as to that,” said the Senator, 
‘‘Job is recorded to have said, ‘My desire 
is that mine adversary write a book.’ War- 
ner Miller has written, not a book, but a 
letter. I assume that it must please him, 
or he would not have procured it to be 
published. It is aimed, not only at me, but 
at every Senator who is a friend of the 
Republican organization in the City and 
State of New-York. 

“Who is this Mr. Miller, who arrogates 
to himself the censorship of others? He is 
‘a prophet without honor in his own coun- 
try.” He was repudiated at the polls by 
the voters of this State, and ran behind the 
Republican ticket in his own county and 
town when a candidate for Governor. In 
the words of ex-President Harrison, he is 
‘ outside of the breastworks,’ and will, with- 


out doubt, remain there. Onelda County 
has no use for men of his mediocrity and 
mendacity; she has no need of the meddle- 
some interference or advice of such a po- 
litical Pecksniff as he. She is capable of 
managing her own affairs without being 
dictated to by a man who has never been 
known to be actuated by a generous im- 
pulse, or guided in political action by any 
motive except to assail or tear down others 
for the purpose of promoting his own selfish 
interests. e had better ‘perceive the 
beam’ that is in his own eye, before he 
seeks the mote in the eye of his brother.”’ 

‘You regard it as out of place for him 
to advise Oneida County voters?”’ 

“Yes, Ido. As an indication of the man’s 
brazen effrontery, witness his reference to 
and condemnation of Senator Roscoe Conk- 
ling. It comes with poor grace from a man 
with the record of Warner Miller, at this 
late day, to praise the dead Senator. What 
had he to say to or of him living? At the 
time of which he writes he did all he could 
to discredit. and destroy that great and il- 
lustrious statesman, He was an active par- 
ticilpant in the crusade against the great 
Senator that culminated in his retirement 
from public life, and was one of the bene- 
ficiaries of the deal that caused that retire- 
ment. It was not needed that this political 
Brutus stand for the integrity and re- 
nown of Roscoe Conkling. ‘that was, and 
is, safe and imperishable without the hu- 
miliation and reproach of having it vouched 
for, or certified to, by a Judas Iscariot.

NORTH SEA CANAL OPENED 


Magnificent Parade of Warships, Sov- 


ereigns, and Eager Crowds. 


KAISER WILHELM II. RUNS AGROUND 


There Are Other Mishaps to Vessels, 
but the Ceremony Is Brill- 


iantly Led, 


CRUISER MAN3SLEHEAD FINELY ACCLAIMED 


Salutes Make an Impenetrable Fog at 


the Locks and Harbor, Only the 


French Using Smokeless Powder. 


KIEL, June 20.—With imperial pomp and 
plaudits of thousands the great canal con- 
necting the Baltic and North Seas was 
opened to-day. 

The weather was perfect. The ceremony 
Was successful, save in the grounding of 
the North German Lloyd steamer Kaiser 
Wilhelm II. warships. The 
Kaiser Wilhelm II. took bottom near Lev- 
enseau, 


and several 


at the eastern extremity of the 
canal, but got off without damage. - 
At 8 o’clock this morning the dispatch 


boat Grille entered the lock at Brunsbuttel, 
the western extremity of the canal, and 
went through as a scout, examining the 
banks and locks, and taking soundings in 
order to prevent, if possible, the occurrence 
of an accident when the great parade nav- 
igated the canal to Kiel. 

Long before the hour set for the starting 
of the parade every available space along 
the river front was pre-empted by eager 
crowds, all anxious to see the Emperor, 
the German Princes, and the other royal 
personages, than which a larger gathering 
has never been seen in this part of the 
Empire. 

The scene, as the Emperor and four of hig 
eldest sons drove along the river front last 
evening to embark on the imperial yacht 
Hohenzollern, was one to be long remem- 
bered. Everything capable of being deco- 
rated bore masses of flags and vari-colored 
bunting, and the crowd cheered incessantly 
as the Emperor and Princes passed. 

The Hohenzollern passed into the Western 
water-gate ait 3:45 o’clock this morning. 

As the Hohenzollern passed into the canal, 
the entrance to which was beflagged at 
every point, a salute was fired by a park of 
artillery stationed a little distance from the 
entrance to the lock, while the soldiery, 
composed of cavalry, infantry, and pioneers, 
lining both banks, presented arms. At the 
same time a military band played the Ger- 
man national anthem. 

The approaches were crowded with mili- 
tary, students, visitors, and residents of 
the vicinity, who cheered loudly. The Em- 
peror Was on deck, and he bowed, exhibit- 
ing much emotion. 

The Hohenzollern at 4 o’clock cut the 
thread which had, been stretched across the 
entrance to the canal, and began her pas- 
sage through to Kiel, the bands on shore 
playing national airs and the crowds cheer- 
ing. 

The other vessels in the procession fol- 
lowed in this order: 

The yacht Kaiseradler, having on board 
Prince Luitpold, Regent of Bavaria; the 
King of Saxony, the King of Wurtemburg, 
and Grand Duke Alexis of Russia, 

The North German Lloyd steamer Kaiser 
Wilhelm II., with the German Princes and 
the foreign Ambassadors and Ministers; the 
Lensahn, with the Duke of Oldenburg; the 
British Royal yacht Osborne, with the Duke 
of York, representing: Queen Victoria; the 
Italian royal yacht Savoia, with the Duke of 
Genoa, representing King Humbert; the 
Austrian torpedo catcher Trabaut, with 
Archduke Charles Stephen, representing 
Emperor Francis Joseph. 

The Hamburg-American Line steamer 
Augusta Victoria, with the members of the 
Bundesrath and of the Diplomatic Corps; 
the same line’s steamer Columbia, with 
members of the Reichstag; the North Ger- 
man Lioyd’s steamer Trave, also with mem- 
bers of the Reichstag, and the. Prussian 
Landtag, and the Hamburg-American Line 
steamer Rhaetia, with members: of the 
Reichstag and Landtag. 

The warships steamed through in the 
following order: 

Grille, Arethusa, Sureouf, Grosiastchy, 
Marquis de Ensenada, Edda, Viking, Mar- 
blehead, Mircea, Hecla, Aikmaar. The rear 
of the procession was brought up by the 
Turkish yacht Fevaid. 

At 10:30 o’clock last night every one who 
was expected to go through the canal on 
the American cruiser Marblehead was on 
board that vessel, though men did not leave 
her berth until this morning. i 
Among those on board were Admiral Kirk- 
land and staff, Capt. Evans, Capt. Shepard, 
the lieutenants, ensigns and marine officers 
from each ship of the American squadron, 
the Rev. Mr. Tripp, Chaplain of the cruiser 
San Francisco; Mr. Louis H. Moore, repre« 
senting The United Press, and the Fleet 
Surgeon and Fleet Paymaster. The Marblie- 
head sailed slowly down the Elbe and 
anchored at Brunsbiittel at 6 o'clock, await- 
ing her turn to go into the canal, 

The Marblehead is popular, owing to the 
fact that her officers have shown every pos- 
sible courtesy to visitors, and she was 
cheered last evening by the occupants of 
hundreds of steam and electric launches 
and thousands of people on shore. 

At 11:30 P. M. the Hohenzollern was in 
sight of the Holtenau locks at the east end 
of the canal. The immense crowd of people 
who hed assembled on the Holtenau Fest- 
platz to witness the spectacle set up.a 
mighty cheer as the imperial yacht was 
sighted. Five minutes later she had steamed 
up to the locks, which she entered at 12:35. 
The Emperor stood upon the high bridge 
behind the mainmast, attired in the full 
uniform of an Admiral of the German 
Navy, suggesting the well-known picture 
“With Full Steam Ahead.” The bands of 
the regular and veteran troops struck up 
“Heil Dir Riegerkranz,’’ which the Kaiser 
acknowledged by a salute. At 12:40 all of 
the ships in the bay fired an imperial sa- 
lute. 

It wag a grand spectacle. On each side of 
the lock was drawn up a comapny of the 
First Foot Guards of Potsdam, with a band, 
and a company of the Kaiserin’s Flensburg 
Regiment were lined on the north shore in 
front of the Harbor Office, with the Marine 
Band. 

The Admirals and Generals stood upon 
the centre rampart wh'ch divides the sec- 
tions of the lock. The immense crowds kept 
up a continuous cheering as the Hohenzol- 
lern passed through and went to her anchor- 
age, followed by the Kaiseradler. The harbor 
was teeming with pleasure boats of every 
description, which swarmed about the war- 
ships. the American vessels receiving their 
full share of attention. , 

As the Kaiser Wilhelm was passing a 
oint near Levensau she ran aground, com- 
elling all the vessels behind her to stop. 
he got afloat later and arrived gt Kiel at 
5 o’clock, followed at short intervals by the 
other vessels taking part in the procession. 
‘A large number of British and German 
sailors were given ghore leave this even- 


ing, and are enjoying themselves hugely in 
the fashion of sailormen, 

The officers of the German warship Bay-- 
ern gave a dinner on board their vessel xes- 
terday to Admiral Ménard, commanding ‘the 
Feench squadron, and others. 

The commander of the Bayern toasted the 
Emperor and President Baure. coupling the

Admiral Ménard entertained the officers

TRIUMPHS AND SMALL MISHAPS. 


Enthusiastic Acclamation Greets the 
American Cruiser. 


KIEL, June 20.—The Kaiseradler passed 
the Holtenau locks at 1:30 P. M. The crowd 
cheered her, but the guns fired no salute. 
The heat was ingense. The barren roadway 
along the northern shore of the lock de- 
veloped into an international marine parade. 
Spanish, Italian, American, Dutch, and 
other naval officers promenaded the road, 
and were followed, admired, and criticised 
by the crowds. 

Empress Augusta Victoria boarded the 
Hohenzollern shortly after 1 o’clock. The 
royal personages on the Kaiseradler went 
on board the Hohenzollern immediately 
after the former’s arrival to attend the 
Emperor's Court. 

A feature of the salute firing was that all 
the German ships and most of the foreign 
vessels used the old style of powder, the 
smoke from which almost entifely envel- 
oped Kiel Bay like a dense fog. The French 
war ships were the only vessels using 
smokeless powder. it was noticed that the 
Portuguese and Norwegian vessels hung 
behind in the firing. 

There was a lively demonstration as the 
Hohenzollern entered the port. Salutes 
were fired and cheers were given with 
hearty good will... On each bank of the 
canal there was an immense standard, sur- 
mounted by a Prussian eagle. - 

The long pavilions were crowded with 
people in gala dress. The Hohenzollern 
anchored just beyond the lower gates. She 
presented a beautiful sight. Her white hull, 
guns, and brasswork glittered in the sun, 
while a strong wind stiffened her flags until 
they appeared as though made of tin. On 
her decks were many officers in gleaming 
uniforms and orders. Ashore the city was 
“en féte.”’ Venetian masts and other deco- 
rations could be seen everywhere. 

Relays of cavalry on both banks of the 
canal accompanied the MHohenzollern’ for 
the entire distance. The Marblehead en- 
tered the lock with the Viking. A double 
line of soldiers belonging to a line regi- 
ment were on the pier and saluted the 
American fiag, standing at ‘‘ attention.’’ 

The crowds cheered and waved handker- 
chiefs and hats as the Marblehead passed 
slowly along, running at about 6 knots per 
hour and making few ripples. Groups of 
3eople were gathered at every kilometer. 
They always cheered and sang. They often 
attempted to sing American songs. Great 
enthusiasm was everywhere excited by the 
sight of the Stars and Stripes, 

There were infantry pickets at every ham- 
let, and hussars at the larger places. All 
saluted the Marblehead and the other ves- 
sels. At Kudensee a little uniformed band 
javed “Climbing Up the Golden Stairs.” 

ere a large detachment of hussars ren- 
dered honors. 

Even in the most isolated places pickets 
stood at ‘attention’? as the American 
cruiser went by. The Marblehead flew the 
Stars and Stripes from her feremast, an im- 
mense ensign astern, and the German im- 

verial standard from the mainmast. Capt. 
<ohlmann was on board, representing the 
German Admiralty. 

Great crowds were on the banks near the 
Grunenthal high bridge, including many 
studenis, with bands and banners. 

As the Marblehead proceeded into the in- 
terior, the sight from her decks grew more 
interesting. At every hamlet there were 
gathered countrymen who had arrived on 
hay wagons, milk carts, and other country 
vehicles. They were attired in all sorts of 
costun They had probably never seen 
a warship before, and they made the most 
of the opportunity. 

At Steenfeid about 2,009 people, with 
bands, had on a grand stand that 
tommanded a fine’ view of the procession, 
Here a hundred children, dressed in white, 
sang a hymn. The word “ Hurrah!” in 
enormous leiters made of evergreens was 
on the sloping bank. 

Evidences ot many serious landslips were 
frequent hereabout. They had been tempo- 
rarily remedied with wickerwork, bushes, 
and turf. » 

At 2:45 o’clock, when just beyond Brei- 
holz, it was. discovered that the Viking 
Was aground and had swung across the 
canal. She got off in a short time without 
assistance, and proceeded. A_ kilometer 
further on she again grounded. Just ahead 
of her the Edda was aground. 

Suddenly those on the Marblehead saw 
the Grosiastchy go aground. The Marques 
de Ensenada had passed the Grosiastchy, 
A tug behind the Marblehead went to the 
assistance of the stranded vessels. A strong 
wind was blowing, and, as the Marblehead 
could not go ahead, she was in a ticklish 
position. 

‘Then followed some smart work. Two 
boats were hastily lowered, and lines were 
taken to the windward bank, and made 
fast to telegraph poles. The plan was use- 
25s, however, for the wind forced the 
cruiser off, and as she drifted she nearly 
pulled the poles out of the ground. 

She was forced to cast off her lines, and 
then, helpless, she grounded on the leeward 
Side of the canal. Large crowds watched 
the manoeuvres of the Marblehead, but were 
unable to assist her. 

The Roumanian gunboat Mircea came up 
with the Marblehead and passed her at 
8:45. A protest was made against this, 
and she stopped. Thirty sailors in boats 
attempted to pull the Marblehead off with 
lines, but this was unsuccessful, and then 
the engines were started gently astern. 
The cruiser moved, and soon got free, amid 
the cheers of the crowd ashore. 

She then slowly passed the waiting Mir- 
cea, and found that,the tug had dislodged 
the other stranded vessels. The Grosiastchy 
lost one of her propeller blades. As the 
Marblehead neared Rendsburg, at 4:30, the 
soldiers and crowds of civilians increased 
in niambers. 

The American warship had a magnificent 

reception at Rendsburg. Here there are 
three swing bridges. On the approach to 
one of them was a band that played 
**Home, Sweet Horne” as the Marblehead 
passed. Salutes were exchanged with the 
Officers ashore, the warship dipping the 
Admiral’s flag. The third bridge is in front 
of a great barracks. 
- At Borgstedt, when the Marblehead 
turned the sharp curve, there were dis- 
elosed about 2,000 soldiers formed in a hol- 
low square, while the hill was crowned with 
artillery. The opposite bank was kept by 
1,000 infantry, and some artillery. The sud- 
den appearance of the soldiery had a start- 
ling effect. The position is an excellent 
strategic one. 

In, the lake where the widens, 
eet beyond the bend, there were fifty 

rges, each with several flags on its mast. 
All the flags were dipped together with 
wonderful precision 

Several times during the day English ex- 
pressions about America were shouted from 
the shore. Near Holtenau a man led the 
ebeering by calling for ‘‘ Three cheers for 
the red, white, and biue.’’ They were given 
with the greatest enthusiasm. 

The Marblehead reached Holtenau at 8:30. 
The greetings were of the most cordial 
eharacter, and a band played ‘ Yankee 
Doodle.” The cruiser had a tremendous 
reception when she was in the lock. On 
leaving the lock she fired a salute. She 
then went to her anchorage. The Admiral 
-_ all the officers were in full dress uni- 
orm. 


LONDON, June 20.—The Post will to- 
morrow publish a dispatch from Holtenau 
saying that the British royal yacht Osborn 
grounded near Levensau and that the other 
vessels had to anchor for’a long time while 
she was being released. 

The dispatch adds that Emperor William 
addressed from MHoltenau an autograph 
letter to Dr. von Boetticher, Secretary of 
the Imperial Home Office, in which he said: 

“After opening the Nord-Ost-See Canal I 
feel myself under the necessity of express- 
ing to you my imperial thanks and: entire 
gratitude for the devotion and fidelity with 
which you have directed and promoted the 
development of this epoch-making work of 
German industry. 

“As a mark of good will I am sending you 
a bust of mYself in marble. The sight 
thereof will ever remind you that I feel that 
warm thanks are due you for the signal 
‘services yeu devoted to my grandfather and 
father, now resting in God, and which [ 
wish to have leng preserved to myself and 
the Fatherland.” 

The Daily News will to-morrow publish a 
dispatch from Kiel saying that the officers 
of the German warships gave a ball to the 
foreign naval officers., The Emperor, Em- 
press, and Admiral Ménard attended. 

The Daily News has a special dispatch 
lauding the United States warships as the 
only ones at Kiel having anything bright 
about them, owing to their being painted 
white, with yellow funnels and air pipes.

“NEW WOMAN” 


She Whipped Her Husband into Washing and 
Ironing, and Then Had Him Sent 
to Blackwell's Island. 


Mrs. Catherine McIlvaine of 35 Columbus 
Avenue, a decidedly ‘‘new woman,”’ was in 
the Yorkville Police Court yesterday as 
complainant against her husband, Alexan- 
der Mclilvaine, who had refused to take his 
place at the stationary tubs and wash the 
family linen. McIlvaine was technically 
accused of non-support and cruelty, but it 
was shown that it was really his old-fash- 
ioned ideas as to women’s household duties 
that got him into trouble. 

Mrs. Mclivaine keeps a newsstand at 25 
Columbus Avenue and improves her op- 
portunity to become acquainted with all the 
modern progressive movements. She reads 
all the so-called ‘*‘ Women’s Pages,” and 
kas become a woman’s rights woman of 
the most advanced type. She has come to 
believe that man’s proper sphere is in the 
kitchen and nursery, and woman’s on the 
lecture platform and the Stock Exchange, 
but she has been unable, in spite of many 
to convert her hus- 
band to her opinions. 

Mrs. McIlvaine decided several days ago 
to give her husband a practical illustra- 
tion of her theories, so she ordered him to 
set to work at the washtubs. Mclivaine 
rebelled, but he is much smaller in stature 
than his wife, and Mrs. Mcllvaine notified 
him that she would be obliged to punish 
him if he refused. As he persisted in de- 
claring the independence of his sex, Mrs. 
Meclivaine took a big snake whip from a 
closet, and lashed him across the back. 
Melivaine howled, but his wife threatened 
to ply the whip again if he did not obey. 
Reluctantly, but trembling with fear and 
terror, McIlvaine started in to carry out 
his wife’s orders, and remained at the tub 
until everything had been wrung out and 
hung up to dry, 

McIlvaine was then allowed to go out in 
the street and meet his companions, but 
his task was not finished. Mrs. Melivaine, 
the following morning, notified him that 
he must iron all the clothes he had washed. 
He again showed a disposition to rebel, and 
again Mrs. Mcllvaine argued the case with 
the whip until his shoulders were black 
and blue, and he was subdued. She stood 
by him while he worked at the ironing ta- 
ble, and had no pity for him when «he 
scorched his fingers, but urged him on with 
light touchings of the lash. MelIlvaine got 
along very well under his wife’s tutorship, 
and when he completed the day’s work 
she told him she was satisfied that in future 
he could do the family washing and ironing, 
and save the ex a2nse of a woman. } 

McIlvaine has since then fought shy of his 
wife, and, because of his neglect to appear 
at the house when work was to be done, 
Mrs. McIlvaine had him arrested. 

In recounting her troubles with her ob- 
stinate husband Mrs. Mcellvaine said to 
Justice Ryan: 

“JT just made up my mind I’d get some 
good out o’ him.” 

Justice Ryan manifested his sympathy for 
Mclivaine by sending him for a month to 
the Island. 


NEWS OF THE RAILROADS 


Sale of the Chicago, Peoria and St. 


Louis Road Completed. 


ST. LOUIS, June 20.—A private telegram 
received from New-York last night statés 
that the Chicago, Peoria and St. Louis 
Railway has been sold outright to ‘the 
Cairo Short Line Railway. Negotiations 
have been quietly in progress here to that 
end for some weeks, and the completion of 
the deal was transferred to New-York, 
where the money exchanged could be placed 
in the yault of the Union Trust Company. 
The price paid is $4,200,000. , 

The road is in a receiver’s hands and the 
purchaser will act as agent for the stock- 
holders until the purehase contract ‘can: be 
submitted to the court in authority for rat- 
ification. President Parker of the Short 
Line will handle the consolidated lines. 
This deal gives the Short Line practical con-, 
trol of the principal coal fields of Central 
and Southern Illinois.

JERSEY CITY, N, J., June 20.—The Free- 
holders, at their meeting this afternoon, de- 
cided that the Jersey City, Hoboken and 
Rutherford Railroad, whose trolley cars 
run from this city to Paterson, had not put 
the Hudson County Boulevard, between its 
tracks, in safe condition, and that its cars 
endangered the bridge across the Hacken- 
sack River. The board instructed its coun- 
sel to begin proceedings against the com- 
pany at once. 4

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The College Crews.‘ at Poughkeepsie 
Only Ask for Smooth Water. — 
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Columbia and Pennsylvania Bound 


Cornell Shall Not Run Away 


at the Start—Arrange- 


ments for the Contest. 


POUGHKBEPSIE, N. Y¥., June 20.—The 
city has begun to take on the color of a 
town in the -possession of collegians. The 
streets were filled with young men and 


women who made the night merry with 
their laughter,; college cries, and general 
good-natured jollity. The townspeople have 
treated the visitors with the utmost cour- 
tesy, and the students and graduates find 
that the doors of the hospitable Pough- 
keepsians are. wide open’ to them. 

The local. committee in charge of the 
regatta, which, by the way, is not a trian- 
gular race, but a race over a four-mile 
straightaway course, between three college 
crews, has treated the crews much better 
than: they have ever fared elsewhere. The 
crews are consequently very much in love 
with everybody and everything. If they 
can only have smooth water, a clear course, 
and a pleasant day for the race, the future 
of Poughkeepsie as a centre for rowing re- 
gattas is assured. 

The crews were all out yesterday, both 
morning and evening, practicing starting 
and short spurts of speed, to be used at 
such parts of the race as may be necessary, 
probably just after the start, and near the 
finish, when the crews will put on full 
steam, 

It is perfectly plain from the work that 
was done yesterday afternoon that both the 
Columbia and Pennsylvania crews are de- 


termined that Cornell shall not run away 
from them in the first mile, which is the 
plan of the Ithacans. ‘The first crew on the 
water this afternoon, after the intense heat 
had become so modified as to make it safe 
{to venture out, was the Pennsylvania. 
They went up the river in their shell, and, 
after a number of experiments in starting, 
in which not more than a dozen or twenty 
strokes were rowed, they had a good stirf 
pull of a mile at top speed, reaching as high 
as thirty-eight or forty strokes to the 
minute for short distances. They rowed 
in excellent style, the form in the boat was 
almost perfect, and the men were splendid 
types of sturdy manhood when they stepped 
out of their shell to the float. 

Shortly after the Pennsylvanians left 
their boat for their quarters on the hill- 
top, the Cornell crew pulled out from their 
boathouse under Kaal Hill, and pulled down 
the river for two miles, rowing forty-four 
and forty-six strokes to the minute, and 
keeping it up as if they would never tire. 
The stroke looks to be a very wearing one, 
and it certainly is one that allows the boat 
to hang and settle in the interval between 
the recovery and the beginning of a new 
stroke. This fact) was very apparent yes- 
terday, and rather surprised some of the 
enthusiastic Cornell men, who did not hke 
it after seeing that the Pennsylvania boat 
did not lost momentum at such intervals. 

The sagging prapene7 was particularly 
noticeable when the crew practiced their 
starts, in which the stroke reached as high 
as fifty or fifty-one to the minute, counting 
from the initial stroke. It looks as if this 
would tell against the crew in the race, 
although the men work together like a per- 
fect machine, and sit in their shell as if 
they were fixtures, every man swinging in 
perfect unison, 

When the Cornell boys had finished their 
work, the fast steamer Queen City carried 
a crowd of enthusiasts away up the river 
four miles to.see the Columbia boys put 
through their paces. Their headquarters 
are up near Krumm Elbow, where the start 
for the rage is to be made, The first crew 
seen was “the freshmen, who are receiving 
the finishing touches for their race at New- 
London. They were coached at starting, at 
spurting, and, finally, at straight work on 
the east shore, and were then taken over 
to the west side of the river, where they 
rowed two miles straightaway. The boys 
are yet very crude at their work, splashed 
considerably, and pulled so unevenly that 
there was much settling and  hang- 
ing perceptible in tthe shell when they 
were rowing at 34 to 386 strokes to the 
minute. 

At 7 o’clock the freshmen went to their 
quarters, and the ’Varsity crew brought 
out their shell to practice starting, so as 
to be able to give the lads from Ithaca a 
tussle at the peginning of the race. The 
Columbia boys had their full crew out, 
Carter appearing in his usual place, but 
with a big elastic bandage wound tightly 
about his left knee. He pulled a splendid 
oar, however, and made no mistakes during 
the practice. 

This could not be said of the crew as a 
whole, however, for in three of their at- 
tempts at starting the trials were very 
bad, the men splashing and failing to start 


a 


- the shell sharply as if they did not get ‘their 
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full power into the oars. But on two occa- 
sions they got as pretty a start as one could 
wish to see, pulling away for fifteen sec- 
onds each time at the rate of 42 strokes to 
the minute, and then settling down to the 
long, steady, sweeping stroke of 34 to 36, 
which is to be their gait in to-morrow’s 
race, 

If the New-York City representatives can 
manage to get one of those good starts 
such as they showed yesterday, it is safe 
to say that Cornell will not leave them far 
behind in the first half mile. In fact, the 
tthicans will do well if they can keep on- 
even terms with Columbia. But Mr. Fish, 
who rows at No. 7, must not come near 
to catching a crab as he did in one of the 
attempts at a start yesterday. Then he 
barely caught the water with the blade of 
his oar, and it slipped out with a crash of 
the wash against the blade as if the oar 
had been broken. It is hardly probable 
that Fish will make such a mistake again, 
however, as Walter Peet, the coach, stopped 
proceedings directly the accident happened 
and straightened things out then and there. 

Judging from the form shown by the 
crews in what work could be seen yester- 
day, it looks very much as if Columbia 
was going to furnish a su¥prise to those 
who had expected to see her crew beatén 
out of sight. The best informed and most 
competent among the old oarsmen who are 
here are to-night of the opinion that the 
race will be between Columbia and the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, with Cornell not 
a factor in it after three miles have been 
rowed, It is generally believed that it will 
be a closely contested as well as a fast 
race, as the University of Pennsylvania 
crew is known to have covered .the full 
course in 19:50, which is twenty seconds 
faster than the best time ever made in the 
Yale-Harvard race, 
_ The race will be started at 5 o’clock sharp 
in all probability, so as to take advantage 
of the tide, which will then be ebb, and just 
right for fast time. The only thing that 
will cause delay will be rougle water. All 
the crews will take things easy in the 
morning, and, while Mr. Peet will have the 
Columbia boys out for a short spin in the 
morning, the other crews intend to do ab- 
solutely nothing until the hour for the race 
arrives. There has been a good deal of 
talk about betting on the race, but so far 
as can be learned, no money of any con- 
sequence has been posted. There was a 
good deal of talk about odds of 5 to 1 and 
3 to 1 on Cornell, but last evening any offer 
of even money on Cornell was eagerly 
taken, punve opinion having switched in 
favor of Columbia, perhaps because Colum- 
bia sympathizers are in preponderance, 

Yachtsmen are great supporters of any 
aquatic sport, and ali day long a string 
of steam and sail yachts have been reported 
as coming up the Hudson to. be present to 
witness the race to-morrow. They will ar- 
rive here during the night and early to- 
morzow, and will anchor each side of the 
course, where the finish of the big race 
will be. Forty-five yachtsmen have ap- 
plied for anchorage for their yachts, and 
they will Help sake the scene gay by dec- 
orating their boats with bunting and making 
prominent the colors of the college they 

avor: 

One of the first yachts to arrive was Vice 
Commodore Fred TT. Adams’s_ schooner 
Sachem. Commodore Adams is a great pa- 
tron of all kinds of sports, and is always 
on hand at an affair of this kind. Mr. Ad- 
ams has a party of friends with him ‘on 
the yacht, and the blue and white of Co- 
lumbia will be floating to-morrow. 

The steam yacht Allegra arrived late this 
afternoon. Some of the local talent thought 
the Allegra was the Norwood, because she 
steamed in so fast. Just below here at 
New-Hamburg is anchored George (, 
Rives’s schooner Varuna. Mr. Rives is a 
good Columbia man, and will bring his 
yacht up in the morning, Further down 
the river, off West Point, the side-wheel 
steamer Clermont is anchored. Mr. A. Van 
Santvoord will come up early in the morn- 
ing.

YALE GOES OVER 


The Men in Good Form, with No Hitech 
in the Movement of the Boat. 


NEW-LONDON, Conn., June 20,—After the 
vigorous work done yesterday, the practice of the 
Yale and Harvard crews was not severe this 
morning, the coaches deeming it unnecessary that 
long rowing should be undertaken. There was a 
fresh breeze of about eight knots velocity blow- 
ing from the southwest, and that turned up little 
ridges of foam that made time rowing over the 
New-London end of the course imprudent. Har- 
vard went half way down, but seeing the con- 
dition of the water, concluded to run back up 
the river, striking a fast pace as she covered the 
two miles lying between the navy yard and 
Gale’s Ferry. The form of the crew was par- 
ticularly good. During a week it has seemed to 
improve very much, 

This evening Mr. Cook put the Yale ’Varsity 
erew over the four miles again, besides coaching 
them carefully to improve the stroke. Yale is 
rowing beautifully, but Mr. Cook finds defects in 
form and corrects them as he sees them, 

The Yale launch towed the shell down to the 
big bridge that marks the finish of the eourse. 
Soon after the launch came to a stop thé crew 
were in the boat, and, upon getting into position, 
Cook sent them away at top speed. Their rowing 
was very fine, eliciting the admiration of all who 
saw it. The first mile was very fast, and enter- 
ing upon the second the crew increased rather 
than lessened their pace. There was not the least 
hitch in the way the boat moved. She covered the 
half course inside of 114% minutes, and kept on to- 
ward the upper end of the course without a break, 
until they were lost to sight from the shore. No 
one outside the Yale quarters can say what the 
and they will not divulge it. It 
is barely possible that Haryard could estimate the

The crews have only five days more in which 
to prepare for the race, so it is necessary for 
them to do all they need to in that brief time.

THE DALTON FIGHT IS RESUMED 


At a Meeting Last Night John J. Delaney 
Made Serious Charges Against the 
Tammany Leader, 


The anti-Dalton fight in the new Eleventh 
Assembly District is still on and waxing 
warmer every night. The “antis”’ held an- 
other meeting last night in an empty store 
at Thirty-second Street and Tenth Avenue, 
which was packed to the doors with. the 
opponents of Leader Dalton, Seven police- 
men and a Roundsman were kept busy pre- 
serving order. 

Ex-Assemblyman Drypolcher presided and 
James A. McClasky acted as Secretary. 


After indulging in a bitter tirade against 
Dalton, the Chairman introduced ex-Assis- 
tant Corporation Counsel John J. Delaney, 
who denounced the Tammany leader, Mr. 
Delaney denied emphatically the report that 
he was looking to succeed Dalton, and said 
the latter had circulated the story in order 
to strengthen himself. 

After attacking him for his arrogance as 
leader, the speaker said that when Dalton 
assumed the leadership of the district there 
was $3,000 in the hands of James Mc- 
Donald, the Treasurer of the district or- 
ganization; but that since Dalton’s advent 
the money was turned over to his hench- 
i Stephen Ferguson, and neyer account- 
e or. 

Mr. Delaney charged Dalton with com- 
pelling laboring men who were holding 
positions paying only $2 a day to buy 
chowder tickets at $5 apiece, threatening 
to take their positions from them if they 
refused to do so. 

James A, McClosky, William R. McAuley, 
Richard J, Sullivan, ex-leader of the dis- 
trict, and James Keegan, made similar 
speeches. 

The speakers were frequently interPupt- 
ed by the jeers, hisses, and catcalls of a 
number of alleged Daltonites, who were 
in the rear of the room, and it took the 
combined efforts of the police to keep the 


factions apart, 

When the speakers had 
finished, one Daltonites took 
the floor and began a bitter personal 
attack upon those who opposed the 
Tammany leader, saying, among other 
things, that one of them—ex-Alder- 
man Frank Rogers—had helped the car lines 
during the surface-car strikes in this city, 
and did many other things to injure the in- 
terests of the workingmen of the district. 
He was fast winning his audience and turn- 
ing the sentiment of the meeting when Mr. 
Delaney jumped up and asked him if he 
wasn’t John McCourt, who was married to 
a niece of Leader Dalton, and held a posi- 
tion in the Post Office, which Dalton se- 
cured for him. He evaded the question, but 
subsequently answered it in the affirmative. 
Then the audience, almost to a man, cried, 
“Put him out! ut him out!” Pande- 
monium reigned, many trying to push Mc- 
Court out, while several Daltonites sustained 
him from the rear. If it had not. been for 
the police, Jast night’s meeting would have 
certainly ended disastrously to many of 
those present.

A Boy’s Story of His Eneounter with 
Two Strangers Near Montague, N. J.

LEMONS ADVANCE IN PRICE 
But There Has Not Been Enough Hot Weather 
Yet to Start a 


Famine, 
the Dealers Say, 


There has been a considerable advance 
in the price of lemons, owing partly to the 
increased demand for them, caused by the 
hot weather, and partly to a shortage in 
the Sicilian crop. 

A box of lemons which would sell in or- 
dinaty seasons for &2.50, now . worth 
between $5 and 8&6. The dealers in this 
crop feel sure that nothing but prolonged 
coo] weather can diminish the present price 
of the fruit. No matter what quantity ar- 
rives at this port, it is at once bought up 
and sent to the retailers, who make lem- 
onade of their purchase or sell it to private 
families for the same purpose. 

“Lemons have great fluctuations in 
price,” said Mr. Lamb; manager of the 
lemon department in the fruit commission 
house of L. M. Lyon of Washington Street 
yesterday to a reporter for The New-York 
Times. “The demand for them always in- 
creas when the weather throughout the 
country touches either extreme heat or ex- 
treme cold. The hot weather we have had 
has not lasted long enough to force lemons 
up to what we call a fancy price. It takes 
July or August to do that. Once a famine 
sets in people will pay any price for them, 
so long as they get them. But there are 
always lemons enough and to spare for 
e@yery one except when the hot weather 
cleans out the stock in the hands of the 
retailers, dnd causes them to cry for more. 

“ Under present conditions, I do not think 
the sale by auction of 150,000 cases of 
lemons in ope day would lower the price 
a cént,. Let us get a week of cool weather 
in July and the sale of 10,000 boxes in one 
day would break the price all to pieces. 

“All the lemons used in this country 
come ‘from Sicily, and are chiefly shipped 
to this port from Messina and Palermo. 
Each’ box contains from 300 to 360 lemons. 
They are cheapest from January to May. 

“Lemons are best in Winter, and those 
cut -gréen in November usually keep in good 
condition until the following June 15. There 
are two regular cuitings each year, the 
second one being in May. 

“The finest variety of lemons are the 
Maori, which are shipped here from Naples 
in cases weighing half as much again as 
the boxes. They are large and juicy, with 
a thin, smooth skin of a peculiar waxy 
appearance very much valued by dealers. 
The Maoris are more plentiful here in 
Spring than in Summer. 

“Then we have three special 
varieties; :known as the majolini, 
lemon; the verdelli, and the biencuzzi. 
A ~ good deal of the juice of lemons 
evaporates if the air in which they are 
stored happens to be dry. At the same 
time they will rot if the atmosphere around 
them is too moist, particularly if it be also 
warm.” ; } 

Mr.-Lamb said he sometimes saw lemons 
In the Fall which had been raised in Flor- 
ida, but that they were never met with ip 
large enough quantities to have any serious 
effect upon those imported from the Medi- 
terranean., 

It was his beMef that 
use of dry powders for 
kept down the price of lemons. If it had 
not been for the invention of root beer, 
sherbet, and lemonade powders, the in- 
ereased population of the country would 
have made lemons an expensive luxury long 
before the present time.

The festivities took place in the assem- 
bly room of the spacious clubhouse, at 111 
Belmont Avenue.

LENZ WAS MURDERED. 


Authentic News of the Death of the 
Missing Bicyclist Received. 


WASHINGTGON, June 20.—The first definite 
information concerning the fate of Frank Lenz, 
the missing cyclist, who was traveling around 
the world, was received by the State Department 
to-day in a cable message from Mr. Terrell, the 
United States Minister to Turkey, dated at Pera, 


the diplomatic section of Constantinople. Mr. 
ferrell’s dispatch follows: 5 

“ British Consul at Erzeroum informs me that 
Lenz, the cyclist, was murdered near Dahar by 
five Kurds, whose names he gives. Arrest and 
punishment demanded by me at the Sublime 


Porte, and the co-operation of British Consul 
Tequested.’’ 


On the receipt of the message the Secretary of 
State sent telegrams to Mrs. Lenz, the mother of 
the cyclist, who resides near Pittsburg, Penn., 
and to the editor of Outing, for whom Lenz was 
traveling, giving them the information obtained 
in the telegram. W. L. Sachtleben had also been 
sent out to look for Lenz, and had been giving 
his whole attention to the search for the missing 
cyclist. 

Frank Lenz was last heard from alive at 
Tabriz, in Persia. According to a letter re- 
ceived from him by Outing, he left that place 
on his wheel in April, 1894, for Erzeroum, in Ar- 
menia, 280 miles distant, where he intended to 
have a check cashed. Time passed and nothing 
was heard from the young man, and in Septem- 
ber of last year the State Department was asked 
to endeavor to ascertain his fate. An earnest

Gillette was 
the tip for this, and even money was his price 
before the first heat. He won this with little 
opposition from Rebus in 2:16, and in the sec- 
ond heat, when the pacer slipped up on the home 
stretch, had a still wider margin in 2:15%.

DELAY IN DEFENDER’S LAUNCH. 


Necessary Repairs in the Ways Will 
Probably Delay It fcr Several Days. 


BRISTOL, R. I., June 20.—An unexpected ob- 
stacle in the way of launching the Defender on 
Saturday presented itself to-day in the dis- 
covery that the older portion of the launching 
ways was so decayed and wormeaten as to 
make it doubtful if it would bear the boat’s 
enormous weight. A renewal of the ways is 
necessary to a safe launching, and the work can- 


not be done under four or five days. The 
chances therefore are that the launch will not 
take place before Wednesday of next week. 
Sufficient time will thus be given to make the 
ways as strong in the older portion as they are 
in the new. 

The discovery of the weakness of the ways was 
made by the diver who has been busy in removing 
marine growths and smoothing the ways for 
the launching. The seventy-foot addition re- 
cently made is all right, but it is the old ways 
down which the Colonia was launched, and 
which have been in place several years, that are 
decayed. Repairs can be easily made, except 
that it takes time, as divers alone can be em- 
ployed. 

The bronze frame for the 
yesterday at Providence, and 
the works to-morrow.

One of the advantages always claimed by ad- 
vocates of the tiller was the greater rapidity 
with which a boat could be whirled in either 
direction, because of the slow movement of the 
wheel and its gear. The new ‘Herreshoff gear 
Was invented with this thing in mind.

YANKEE SHIPS AND “BRITISH IN- 
TERESTS.” 

American readers will be disposed to 
laugh over the solemn question and the 
solemn answer in the House of Com- 
mons over Sir Julian Pauncefote’s “ in- 
dorsement’”’ of the St. Louis.

Ambassador,” that he did not write them, 
that they did not reflect upon British 
shipping, and that they were not couched 
in diplomatic language.

sador in his character of passenger on the 
St. Louis. 


Privately, we suspect that the Ambassa- 
dor may have received a mild wigging 
from the Foreign Office, and have been 
told that it would have been in better 
taste for him to take his passage home 
in a British steamer and turn a deaf car 
to the seductions of the Yankee. charmer. 
What business has a British Ambassa- 
dor certifying that a Yankee,steamer is 
stanch and comfortable and a Yankee 
skipper polite? All this seems ridiculous, 
but it is not wholly ridiculous. There is 
a very serious side to it. It is a matter 
of business, The Corkonian who inter- 
pellated the Government may have been 
moved by local rather than general pa- 
triotism, and resented the growing into 
favor of Southampton as a port as against 
Queehstown. But in any case the Brit- 
ish merchant marine is not only one of 
the glories of Great Britain, but it is one 
of the first of her means of subsistence. 
If we again attain what we lost thirty 
years ago, the power to compete with her 


for the carrying trade of the world, it 


will be an extremely serious matter for 


“ British interests.” In spite of his praise

THE BALTIC CANAL. . 

The cutting of a canal across the penin- 
sula of Holstein is so obvious an expe- 
dient for safe as well as speedy transit 
that the wonder is, not that it should 
have been accomplished now, but that it 
should not have been accomplished long 
ago. A glance at the map of Northern 

Zurope will show the commercial impor- 
tance of the work, which in this country 
would be deemed a commercial necessity 
and would long ago have been finished 
and brought into use. None of the exist-~ 
ing canals or of the projects for new 
canals within our own borders can be 
compared with this in present impor- 
All of these, indeed, are now but 
parallels of lines of land transport. But 
the Baltic Canal will really be the high- 
way of traffic between the Atlantic and 
East Europe, excepting the Norwegian 
side of the Scandinavian Peninsula, for 
the Swedish coast will be far more ac- 
cessible by the canal than by the present 
route. It will save not far from,.a thou- 
sand miles of the most difficult and dan- 
gerous navigation in the world, the re- 
gion of which the maelstrom is charac- 
teristic and in which shipwrecks are es- 
pecially rife. 

When we consider that the circuitous 
route has hitherto given the only passage 
to twenty million tons of shiyping which 
annually follow it, it seems quite wonder- 
ful that the canal should not have been 
cut long ago. The length of it is sixty- 
two miles, there’ were no very formida- 
ble engineering difficulties to surmount, 
and the cost is put at the surprisingly 
moderate figure of $40,000,000. <A_ toll 
of 10 cents a ton would pay the interest 


tance. 


on this sum, even if the traffic were to 
remain at its present state, instead of be- 
ing very greatly increased, as it is sure 
te be. The projectors of a good many 
ambitious engineering enterprises in this 
country, such as the New-York and New- 
Jersey Bridge, would be glad to have as 
promising a scheme as this. And yet, 
not only has the Baltic Canal been await- 
ed until now, but it has not now been 
undertaken by private enterprise or on 
commercial grounds. It has been under- 
taken primarily as a military work, to 
provide a transit entirely under German 
protection for the German Navy, and 
avoiding for it the perils not alone or 
mainly of the sea, but mainly of the 
Danish and Swedish forts and fleets. It 
was delayed for a long time by the ob- 
jections of von Moltke that the canal 
would be so vulnerable that an army 
corps would be required to guard it, an 
objection which was at last overcome by 
demonstrating, not the commercial, but 
the naval, importance to Germany of the 
work. 

This is one of the many things that 
should make us rejoice that our lot is 
cast in a land where considerations of 
National defense are not paramount and 
that should fill us with impatience and 
disgust for the jingoes who insist that 
the United States shall “go pirating” 
and voluntarily subject themselves to all 
the weaknesses and disabilities that Eu- 
ropean nations incur without: any fault 
of their own and in spite of themselves. 
The Baltic Canal, however, built out of 
the Public Treasury as part of the na- 
tional armament, will incidentally per- 
form an enormous service for the cause 
of commerce, which is the cause of peace, 
and will work great revolutions in the 
state of N&rtheastern Europe. Poor little 
Denmark, which had her little naval rep- 
resentation at the celebration, will be the 
greatest sufferer, since Copenhagen has 
been the distributing centre heretofore for 
a commerce which will henceforth go far 
from her gates. But omelettes cannot be 
made without breaking eggs, and every 
beneficent enterprise that works great 
changes does incidental harm. The Suez 
Canal has enabled commerce to dispense 
with the Continent of Africa. The Nica- 
raguan Canal will enable commerce to 
dispense with the Continent of South 
America. If poor Denmark is to be 
thrown upon her own resources hence- 
forth and Copenhagen to follow the fate 
of Carthage and Venice, that is the price 
that must be paid for a great benefaction 


to mankind.

THE LEAGUE OF CATHOLIC UNITY. 

For some time a number of clergymen 
of the Episcopal, Congregational, and 
Presbyterian Churches have been meet- 
ing privately in this city to consider 
ways for the practical application of the 
four principles of Church unity put forth 
at Chicago in 1886, and now known as 
the Lambeth Articles of 1888. They have 
come together, not like “a fortuitous 
concourse of atoms,” but by virtue of an 
increasing sympathy with the object of 
Church unity, and by conviction that it 
must be reached rather by efforts at or- 
ganic agreement than by the association 
of Christian people together in good 
works.

ALBANY'S SEWAGE AND TYPHOID. 

It is reported that at the State Normal 
College in Albany fifteen young women, 
eight of whom were members of the class 
to be graduated this Summer, have died 
during the past year of typhoid fever. 
One death week. Some 
complaints are made about the unsani- 
tary condition of the school building, 
but it does not appear that there is suffi- 
cient warrant for them. Undoubtedly 
the agent of infection was either polluted 
water or polluted milk, and the testimony 
of the Health Officer of Albany concern- 
ing the water supply and the prevalence 
of typhoid in the city points to the water. 
We refer to a report submitted by Dr. 
Balch to the Albany Board of Health 
three or four weeks ago. 

The students of the State Normal Col- 
lege have not been the only sufferers 
from typhoid fever in Albany. The con- 
siderable epidemic in that institution (for 
fifteen deaths indicate, of course, a much 
larger number of cases) was only a part 
of a greater epidemic in the city, for dur- 
ing the first three and one-half months of 
this year there were in Albany 398 cases 
of this disease, 65 of which were fatal. 
Said the Health Officer: 

“In the last of December and first part 
of January typhoid fever began to increase 
rapidly. The outbreak may be said to have 
run from Jan, 1 to April 15, during which 
time 898 cases were reported, with 65 
deaths. This is the third visitation of this 
disease which Albany has had in the last 
few years—in 1889, in 1891, and now again 
in 1895. That of 1889 was confined to the 
western part of the city and was probably 
due to the polluted well water. In 1891 the 
outbreak was thought by some to be caused 
by germs communicated to the river water 
from West Troy and Cohoes. Both these 
places, as well as Schenectady, further up 
the Mohawk Valley, suffered from typhoid 
that year.” 

Albany takes its water supply from the 
river, which is polluted by the sewage of 
Troy, Cohoes, and other towns above, 
and when typhoid prevails in those towns 
the germs of the disease are carried into 
the Albany pipes. We have recently re- 
ferred to several epidemics of typhoid 
that were caused in this way, and in one 
instance nearly 1,300 cases were due to 


occurred this 


the infection of the river water by the, 


discharge of sewage into the stream from 
a town sixty miles distant, where there 
was a small epidemic of the disease. 

But it appears that the cause of this 
latest epidemic in Albany was not the 
use of water infected by typhoid germs 
from Troy or Cohoes or any other town, 
but the use of water infected by typhoid 
germs discharged into the river from the 
sewers of Albany itself. This is the opin- 
ion of the Health Officer, who says: 


“The outbreak of typhoid this year can- 
not be claimed to have been caused by our 
neighbors, for they have been fairly free 
from the disease. Our Own sewage is the 
most potent factor in the pollution of our 
water’ supply, tidal action carrying it up 
opposite the intake whenever the flood tide 
makes. If we have the typhoid poison in 
our own sewers, the danger of its affecting 


‘our water supply is the maximum, for it 


has no time to become deposited, but passes 
almost directly to the intake and from there 
to the reservoirs.”’ ‘ :

There are two. avail- 
able remedies: Albany should either pro- 
cure water from another and a protected 
source of supply or subject the river 
water. to the cleansing action of a sand 
filtration plant like that which has been 
set up at Lawrence, Mass. The capital 
of the great State of New-York ought to 
be in the front rank of American cities 
which have used practical common sense 
in respecting and observing modern san- 
itary laws concerning water supplies. It 
should no longer lag far in the rear, 


“This isn’t an ideal world,” says Mr. 
Russell Sage in an interview published yes- 
terday; ‘‘ we've got to take things just as 
we find them.” And he does+there is no 
doubt about that. For instance, he took 
Mr. Laidlaw, not the best possible defense 
against the effects of an impending dyna- 
mite explosion, but yet, as it turned out, a 
moderately serviceable one. In an ideal 
world, of course, provision would be made 
for giving endangered millionaires much 
surer protection in such circumstances than 
they can hastily improvise out of the bodies 
of stray broker’s clerks, but Mr. Sage 
makes no complaints—he takes things ’”’ 
as he finds them and cheerfully gets such 
advantage out of them as he can. In the 
Same interview, we notice, the good old 
gentleman explains the inconsiderate con- 
duct of the jurymen who found against 
him by calling attention to the lowliness 
of their station. They were ‘ middle-class 
men,” he says; men with prejudices and 
who “knew nothing about the great re- 
sponsibilities of flnanciering.’”’ Mr. Sage 
ought to have his remarks reprinted in 
pamphlet form and widely distributed. They 
contain many gems of thought besides those 
already quoted. His proof that the »#le- 
vated road is a benevolent institution be- 
cause it gives employment to thousands of 
people, would be sure to have a good effect 
on middle-class men, while his assertion 
that “if it is a crime to hang on to what 
you have, then it is a crime to live,” formu- 
lates a sweet and precious truth that is tlie 
more sweet and precious because in it 
delicacy of sentimenc is combined with 
strictest logic.

Some cowardly villain has been demon- 
strating his dislike for bicyclists and bicyles 
by scattering big tacks along one of the 
asphalted avenues over on Jersey City 
Heights. This is about as contemptible a 
piece of petty crime aS a man could com- 
mit. The person who did it ought to be 
stretched out on the pavement—and his 
own tacks—and held there while a swill 
wagon runs over him about eight times. 


President Roosevelt declares that a candi- 
date for employment on the police force 
who loses twelve pounds while undergoing 
the surgeon’s tests, is not built of the stern 
stuff requisite to make him a success in the 
profession he aspires to enter. As Mr. 
Roosevelt, with fine simplicity and direct- 
ness, expresses it, “he couldn’t have been 
much good.” This is obviously true; for 
unless police surgeons use a cleaver in inves- 
tigating the condition of men who come 
before them, it is impossible to conceive 
why anybody of ordinary stability should 
decrease in weight during the process to the 
extent of even a single pound. But is it 
really true that any such falling away in 
flesh has taken place? If the facts are as 
stated, a lot of people would be eager to 
take the examination, not in hope of becom- 
ing policemen, but for the sake of getting 
rid of superfluous tissue. The department 
doctors evidently have a method less dis- 
agreeable than semi-starvation or the tak- 
ing of long walks to nowhere in particular, 
those time-honored but usually ineffective 
expedients to which the ordinary practition- 
es invariably resort. The secret should be 
revealed at once in the public’s interest. 


A thrill of terror must have gone through 
every one of the royal and princely person- 
ages assembled in the Rathhaus at Ham- 
burg when they heard the resounding crash 
which ‘‘a heavy German journalist’’ made 
by falling through the seat of his chair. 
Their nerves had been strung up to the 
highest pitch before the unfortunate news- 
paper man came to grief. A long-winded 
Burgomaster had made the canal opening 
an excuse for delivering an oration, to 
which his noble guests had been obliged to 
listen while holding glasses of wine in their 
hands and standing bolt upright. They had 
already come to the conclusion that the 
speech was never to end and the wine 
never to be drunk, and they must, in Con- 
sequence, have been very low in their 
minds. Such a state of affairs was well 
caleulated to set them to thinking of Anarch- 
ists and bombs, and it is not difficult tq 
imagine the fervor with which they must 
have “jumped” when the chair bottom 
gave way and the heavy German journalist 
went to the floor and lay there gasping 
amid the ruins. Perhaps the big and little 
war lords laughed when they found out 
what had caused the commotion; more 
probably they didn’t do any such ‘thing. 
What became of the wine is not stated in 
the dispatches, nor what the Burgomaster 
did to save the rest of his essay from 
oblivion, He may have received permission 
to print. The heavy German journalist, 
whose immediate injuries were not serious, 
has in all likelihood been asked either to 
resign, or to enter upon a course of banting, 
or to provide himself with a special chair, 
warranted to support a ton without creak-

ANYTHING BUT NON-PARTISAN 


Mayor Strong’s Pledges and Perform-« 
ances Contrasted. 


From The Staats-Zeitung of Yesterday. 

Mayor Strong is evidently extremely well 
satisfied with himself, and his administra- 
tion up to date. However agreeable this 
may be for Mayor Strong it is not the 
main thing, which is, that he should have 
Satisfied the citizens who elected him in 
order to give the city a good and honor- 
able administration. That this has been 
accomplished must be held to he very 
doubtful indeed. We are willing to admit 
that the officers appointed by Mayor Stro 
are much better than their predecessors. To. 
attain this, however, was not difficult, and 
it was not the object of his election, and of 
the reform movement. That object was the 
separation of the municipal administration 
from party politics, and it was only through 
the promises of the Committee of Seventy 
and of its candidate for Mayor, Mr. Strong, 
that this reform should be kept steadily 
in view, and strenuously carried out, that 
good. citizens, without distinction of party, 
came to the support of the ticket headed 
by the, name of Mr. Strong. He himself 
was far too little known, and what was 
known of him was too little satisfactory, 
to have assured his election, if confidence 
had not been placed in the pledges made 
by him and the Committee of Seventy. 

Mayor Strong naively declares once again 
that he has stuck closely to the platform of 
the Committee of Seventy, and will con- 
tinue to do so. Hither he is not familiar 
with that platform, or has never under- 
stood it. On the 6th of October, 1894, he 
wrote to Joseph Larocque, the Chairman 
of the Committee of Seventy: ‘I shall 
make all appointments without regard to 
party lines.” And now he declares, “I 
have right along appointed two Republicans 
to one Democrat, because of the votes 
which elected me two-thirds were Repub- 
lican and one-third was Democratic.” That 
he should consider these two declarations 
to be in agreernent borders on the marvelous. 
* * * In a word, he distributes the booty 
exactly in the method which has always 
been followed by the professional politi- 
cians+that is, on the plan of recognizing 
all conceivable ‘‘claims.”’ The only differ- 
ence is that in the main he has appointed 
more respectable persons. 

If, before his election, Mayor Strong con- 
sidered this kind of proceeding to be non- 
partisan administration he ought never 
to have written his letter to Mr. Larocque. 
We are convinced that not a single one of 
the 154,000 citizens who voted for him ae- 
cepted his declaration in this sense. His 
administration is not non-partisan. It is 
partisan in the highest degree, and exactly 
the opposite of what he had promised, and 
we had expected. He may be very well 
contented with himself, but he has done im- 
measurable harm to the cause of reform, 
and the much-desired separation of the city 
administration from party politics,

JULES LEMAITRE, ACADEMICIAN, 


Career of the Successor to Jean Victor 
Duruy’s Chair. 


PARIS, June 20.—The Académie to-day 
elected M. Jules Lemaitre, the poet and 
critic, to membership, in succession to M. 
Jean Victor Duruy, the historian. M. Jules 
Delafosse received 9 votes and M. Emile 
Zola 1. 

After four futile ballots for the seat made 
Vacant by the death of M. de Lesseps the 
election was deferred until December. The 
fourth bellot gave Francis Charmes 15 
votes, Jean Aicard 6, and M. Zola 1, 


Jules Lemaitre was born April 1853. 
A graduate of the Ecole Normale, he’was a 
professor of rhetoric in the ‘Lycée of Havre 
at twenty-two years of age. He was trans- 
ferred to Algiers, to Besancon, and to Gren- 
oble. 

In 1883 he began to write literary re- 
views for The Revue Bleue. In 1884 he 
wrote one on the optimism of Ernest Renan 
which made him famous. Having acquired 
authority he wrote one on Georges Ohnet’s 
works, in which he begged his readers’ 

ardon for discussing the author of “ Le 

aitre de Forges” in a column usually de- 
voted to literature. 

He has been for ten years, at least, the 
periodical surprise, the intellectual gayety, 
and the charm of lovers of pure literature. 
He has erudition and naiveté, wit and com- 
mon sense, a clear, graceful style full of un- 
expected images, and the most artistic 
eclectism. He became Weiss’s successor as 
dramatic critic of The Journal des Débats, a 
lecturer of the Sorbonne, a Knight of the 
Legion of Honor. 

He published his literary reviews in vol- 
umes entitled ‘‘ Les Contemporaries,” and 
his dramatic reviews in volumes entitled 
“Impressions de ThéAatre.’”’ He produced at 
the Odéon a play, “ Révoltée,’’ and at the 
Comédie Francaise ‘‘ Le Mariage Blanc,” 
He published several novels and _ tales, 
* Sérénus,”’ ‘‘ Les Rois,’’ ‘*‘ Les Médaillons.”’ 
He is a classic, and a man of his time. He 
is a true artist.

Counsel Scott yesterday. It is made return- 
able next Thursday. Supervisor Field will 
be represented by the law firm of Horn- 
blower, 3yrne & ‘Taylor, Corporation 


Counsel Scott will appear for the Board of 
Aldermen. 

W. M. K. Olcott, the Republican leader 
of the Board of Aldermen, says that he 
will be“entirely willing to abide by the de- 
cision of the courts. Being a member of the 
Board of Aldermen he will take no part 
whatever in the controversy. 

An application for a mandamus to com- 
pel the Supervisors of Westchester County 
to include the unrepresented territory in 
the Twenty-second Senatorial District is now 
pending in the Supreme Court in Westches- 
ter, and the arguments in the case will be 
heard to-morrow. 





REPUBLICANS INDULGE IN A FREE FICHT 


Burleigh Triumphs Over Baker in the 
Convention at Argyle. 


FORT EDWARD, N. Y., June 20,—The 
Republican -County Convention, held at 
Argyle yesterday, resulted in a victory for 
H. G.. Burleigh and the defeat of I. V. 
Baker. The fight between these gentlemen 
for control has extended over years, but at 
no County Convention has the feeling run 
so high as it did yesterday. Two free fights 
took place during the afternoon, and the 
convention did not get down to business 
until the evening session, Then a vote was 
taken, which proved .the point that both

sides feared to have known—that Burleigh 
controled. It came upon the vote for 
Chairman, A. D, Wait being nominated over 
William H. Tefft by a vote of 62 to 58. 

William R. Hobbie, who was defeated in 
the Republican convention last year, and 
who accepted the Democratic nomination 
and was beaten at the polls, was nominated 
for member of Assembly, 

When the Baker faction saw it was de- 
feated, it withdrew from the convention, 
and nominated,a set of delegates to the 
State Conventidn, with I. V. Baker at the 
hee2d. 

The Burleigh contingent severely criti- 
cised the action of Sherif Robertson and his 
deputies for their part in the convention. 
They say that tNey were there in the in- 
terest of Baker, and that aM their attempts 
at preserving the peace were aimed at the 
Burleigh people. A resolution was passed 
calling upon Goy. Morton to remove the 


Sheriff. Mr. Burleigh says he will push 
the matter.

NONE OF THE VANDERBILTS PRESENT 


Time of the Ceremony Known to the 
Family—The Bride Given Away 


by the Bridegroom's 


Brother-in-Law. 


Mrs. Elliott F. Shepard was not present 
at the marriage of her daughter, Alice Van- 
derbilt Shepard, and Dave Hennen Morris, 
(he was christened Dave, not Dayid,) son of 
the late proprietor of the Louisiana Lot- 
tery, which took place at the Little Church 


Around the Corner Wednesday afternoon, 
and was reported in The New-York Times 
yesterday. Mrs, Shepard knew that the 
wedding was to take place, but she refused 
to give her consent to it or to be present. 

No member of Miss Shepard's family was 
a witness of the ceremony. The Vander- 
bilts were all absent, although they knew 
of the engagement of the young people and 
the time of the wecxling. The bride» was 
given away by Thurlow Weed Barnes of 7 
West Twenty-sixth Street, brother-in-law 
of Mr. Morris. The two witnesses.to the 
marriage contract were William O. O’Neil 
of 39 West Twentieth Street and Rosina 
Kelly, maid to Mrs. Barnes. 

The others present were Alfred Hennen 
Morris, brother of the bridegroom, Mrs. 
Thurlow Weed Barnes, sister of the bride- 
groom, and Edward Harding of Philadel- 
phia. 

The story of the wedding was told to a’‘re- 
porter for The New-York Times yesterday 
afternoon by Thurlow Weed Barnes at his 
apartments in the Croisic. 

“There is no reason for any mystery in 
this case,’’ he said, ‘‘and I am willing to 
tell you all I know about it. 

‘A year ago Mr. Morris and Miss Shepard 
met while crossing the ocean on the steam- 
ship Majestic. A few months ago they be- 
came engaged to be married. The members 
of both families were soon made aware of 
the engagement. Mrs. Shepard did not view 
it kindly. She thought that her daughter 
should not marry Mr. Morris because he 
owned race horses, and because his father 
had owned them. 

*“T am not a horse owner, but I cannot 
see anything wrong in horse racing, and I 
eertainly see no reasons why excuses should 
be made for it. The late Mr. Morris came 
of a family of horse owners. He wanted 
his son to take an interest in horses be- 
cause he believed that it kept a man more 
in the open air, and that it Was beneficial 
to his health. His old friend Larry Jerome 
once said he believed that Mr. Morris kept 
his health because he was interested in 
horses and horse racing. 

“As for Dave Morris, I am certain that 
nothing can be said against him. He has 
no vicious habits. He is particularly stu- 
dious and ambitious to sueceed in the pro- 
fession which he has chosen—the practice of 


medicine and surgery. It is a pet project of 
his, and of his wife’s, to establish on a 
large scale a hospital in this city where all, 
rich and poor alike, may be treated gratuit- 
ously. He has often said to me that to 
be the head of such an institution was his 
ambition. 

“That his wife is a most charitably-dis- 
o0sed and charming young woman is well 

nown. Despite these facts Mrs.‘ Shepard 
did not seem to favor the suit. Her son, 
formerly a Yale student, who is now in 
California, is a friend of Mr. Morris. 

“Ten days ago Mr.-Morris returned from 
Harvard for his Summer vacation. He met 
Miss Shepard. They had intended to marry 
a year from now, when he completed his 
collegiate course. They decided, however, 
that it would be just as well to get married 
at once. 

‘“‘Mrs. Shepard and her daughter came to 
town yesterday from their country place at 
Scarborough-on-the-Hudson. They come. to 
town once or twice a week as a rule during 
their stay at Scarborough. We met and the 
wedding took place at 5:30 o’clock at Dr. 
Houghton’s church. They were married 
there for no particular reason except that 
it is a convenient church for these informal, 
quiet weddings. That’s all there is to it.” 

“Did Mrs. Shepard know that the wed- 
ding was to take place?”’ 

‘““T believe so, She has not been feeling 
well recently. That might be a reason why 
she did not attend.’’ 

‘What are Mr. Morris’s plans?” 

“After the Summer he’ will return to 
Harvard to complete his course. I don’t 
know whether Mrs. Morris will accompany 
him or not. I believe that the college rules 
will not allow it. But perhaps they will 
liye in Boston.’”’ »

Dr. C. De Witt Bridgman, who officiated 
lives at One Hundred and Twenty-second 
Street and Lenox Avenue. He sent out word 
to the reporter that he had nothing to say.

FLURY’S SENTENCE HELD TO BE EXCESSIVE 


that Aécount He Was Released 
from the New-Jersey Prison. 


SOMERVILLE, N. J., June 20.—Miles 
Flury arrived home yesterday, after serv- 
ing a term of imprisonment in the State 
prison. Flury was released on a writ of 
habeas corpus, being the first prisoner -to 
be released under such a writ in New-Jer- 


sey. He had a year yet to serve before his 
time would have expired. 

The writ was granted by Justices Gar- 
rison, Lippincott, and Van Sycle of the Su- 
preme Court. 

Flury was two years ago found guilty of 
being a disorderly person on the complaint 
of his father. When Flury was sentenced 
by Justice Burns, he denounced the Judge 
for sentencing him, and kicked Judge Burns 
in the jaw, causing its fracture. Flury was 
then taken berore Judge Bartine and re- 
sentenced. 

An effort was made ately to get the 
Board of Pardons to pardon Flury, but the 
application was denied. His lawyer then 
took the case up on a writ of habeas cor- 
pus, on the ground that Flury has been 
sentenced for his offense in excess of the 
time prescribed by law, and he was released 
on this ground.

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Fire in the Yumuyri’s Hold the Seventh Seri- 
ous Accident to Its Vessels Recently 
: —The Boat Flooded.

With her forward compartments flooded 
by torrents thrown into them Wednes- 
day night by the fireboat New-Yorker, 
a measure necessary to quench the flames 
which Had raced with the ship to port, the 
steamship Yumuri lay at her East River 
pier yesterday, a silent witness to the ven- 
geance of that relentless Nemesis which has 
for nearly two years pursued vessels of the 
New-York and Cuba Mail Steamship Com- 
pany. 
’ As was told in The New-York Times yes- 
terday, the fire was discovered at 10 o’clock 
Tuesday night, the ship being then off Cape 
Henry, bound to this ‘port from Havana. 
The fire was located in the forward cargo 
compartments, where was stowed such in- 
combustible freight as hides, pineapples, and 
coffee. ‘ 

After the vessel had been warped into 
her pier, the fireboat New-Yorker, which 
had met the ship down the bay and accom- 
panied her up to the city, set her powerful 
pumps at work, and soon drowned the for- 
ward compartments in the Niagara-like 
flood which she poured into the vessel. The 
ship’s bows sunk under the weight of the 
water until her forefoot rested in the mud, 
deepening her draught forward from seven- 
teen to twenty-two feet. 

The officers of the Yumuri knew no more 
yesterday than they did the night before as 
to the cause of the fire. Stevedores were at 
work during the forenoon discharging the 
cargo stowed in the afterholds. None of it 
was found to be damaged, That stowed in 
the forward compartments was almost 
totally destroyed. So far as could be as- 
certained, the ship itself was uninjured. As 
soon as pumped out, the vessel will be 
towed to the sectional dry dock at the foot 
of Pike Street, East River, where a more 
thorough examination will be made, 

This is one of a series of accidents, due 
to fire or explosion, which has befallen ves- 
sels of the line in recent months. The first 
and most disastrous was the burning of the 
City of Alexandria off the Cuban coast, in- 
volving the total loss of the ship and the 
sacrifice of eleven lives. Ashort time after the 
Seneca put back to Havana with a danger- 
ous fire on board, and had to be scuttled in 
the harbor to prevent her total destruction. 
Subsequently, the Yucatan and Orizaba took 
fire at sea, but escaped disaster. About a 
year ago there was an explosion on the 
Yumuri, and peovious to that an infernal 


machine was discovered in the cargo of the 
City of Washington. 


SAILOR WELSH KILLED IN A SALOON 


He Was 
Toughs, and Was 
in the Chest. 


James Welsh, a sailor attached to the 
United States receiving ship Vermont at 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard, was stabbed to 
death during a brawl early yesterday morn- 
ing in the back room of the liquor saloon 
of Edward F. Lynch, at 34 Bayard Street. 
John Ball, who did the stabbing, is under 
arrest, aS are Stephen Ryan and several 
men and women who took part in or wit- 
nessed the affray. 

Welsh and a comrade named James 
Lynch, both ‘of whom had outstaid their 
leave, and William Thacher, a laborer from 
Boston, whom they had encountered while 


carousing on the Bowery, entered Lynch’s 
saloon at 2 o’clock yesterday morning. 
There were several loungers in the bar and 
rear room, including several women. Welsh, 
Lynch, and Thacher had several drinks. 
Welsh went into the back room and ban- 
tered the women there. 

Finally he asked Lillie Ryan to treat him. 
The woman refused, and Welsh struck her 
in the face and caught her by the throat. 
The woman screamed and Stephen Ryan 
ran to her assistance. Ryan struck Welsh 
on the head with a billiard cue. Lynch 
and Thacher went to help Welsh and there 
was a general fight. 

In the scrimmage John Ball, who had 
taken a hand in the attack on the sailors, 
stabbed, Welsh in the chest and on the chin 
with a pocketknife. Andrew Carmody, the 
bartender, drove the two _ sailors and 
Thacher into the street. Welsh staggered 
and then fell into the gutter. He died be- 
fore the arrival of an ambulance. 

The saloon has been the scene of many 
crimes. The proprietor has never made a 

retense of obeying the excise law. The 
arkeper, Carmody, was arrested last Sun- 
day for violating the law. President Roose- 
velt of the Police Department yesterday 
wrote to President Murray of the Excise 
Board, calling attention to the character of 
the saloon and its frequenters, and asked 
that the license be promptly revoked.

REPUBLICANS AFRAID OF SILVER 


The Presidential Candidates Pru- 
dently Stay at Home—Warnxaer 
Miller Says taat 


Are 


They - 
Dodging. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 20,—The free- 
coinage men in the convention of Repub- 
lican Leagues have secured a substantial 
victory. To be sure, they have failed 
commit the convention to their doctrine. 


But they have forced a refusal to speak 
for sound money, have elected their man as 
President of the National League, have 
induced all speakers to treat them with dis- 
tinguished consideration, and have scared all 
pronounced Presidential candidates into 
avoiding the convention in order to escape 
an expression of opinion on the great issue 
of the day. 

Ex-Senator Miller appreciated the ludicrous 
position in which the convention was being 
placed, and to-day took occasion to spite 
those eminent Republicans who are seeking 
the nomination for President and using 
every endeavor to evade committing them- 
selves toe any stand on the financial issue 
which might jeopardize their chances of se- 
curing votes in the next convention. 

Mr. Miller just ‘“ happened. in” on the 
convention, but was called upon for a 
speech. Tie made it, and gave the young 
Republicans assembled an opportunity to 
criticise his ‘‘ fine points’ as “a running 
mate for some good Western man.” Mr. 
Miller, like every other orator of the day, 
threw a rhetorical sop to the free-coinage 
men. But his keen appreciation of the 
humorous side of the matter compelled him 
to the admission of some almost: self-evident 
truths. In the course of his remarks he 
said: 


We have heard it said that the tariff ques- 
tion is no longer one of ruling impottance. "With 
that statement I take issue. The Republican 
Party stands for a tariff, not only for revenue, 
but for a surplus also. We propose to restore 
the reciprocity laws, enlarge and widen them. 

We shall plant our flag on the islands 
Hawaii—that is, with their permission. 
may call this jingoism if you will. 

Now, as to the currency question. When I 
was asked whether or not this question should 
be discussed in this convention, I sald I had 
never known the Republican Party -to ¢ehirk 
any important question, and I did not beileve 
this convention would. I am not here, howeve, 
to speak for the party, but for myself. It was 
Suggested to me that perhaps I ought to leave 
this currency question to the various Presiden- 
tial candidates, but thus far none of the can- 
didates have shown up. I came here expecting 
to meet the favorite son of New-York. and the 
favorite son of Ohio, but one of them stole by 
us silently last night, and the other will prob- 
ably not make his appearance. I do not blame 
these candidates for dodging the currency ques- 
tion, when it is the business of thé National 
Convention to formulate a money plank tin its 
platform.

I wish to say I am nbdt a gold 
monometallist and I am not a silver monometal- 
list. I do not believe it would be wise at this 
time to have the free coinage of silver at 16 to 1, 
for I do not believe the parity of these® metals 
could be maintained. Gold would simply become 
an article of merchandise. We should at least 
want for the co-operation of France and Germany, 
The probability that we will have international 
bimetallism is becoming greater every day, and I 
think it will be assured in a few years. 

I do not believe the great business of this 
country can be carried on with gold alone, I be- 
lieve silver will be restored to its former place in 
the currency of the world at the proper time. 

Gen. E. A. McAlpin of New-York was the 
only other speechmaker who receivéd much 
attention to-day. When he had been elected 
to succeed President Tracy—an election, by 


the way, which was secured by the aid of 
the silver men—Gen. McdAlpin felt called 
upon to make a few remarks. 

The General's room at the hotél had been 
entered during the night and the General’s 
watch and about $1, in cash had been 
taken from his clothes. But he seemed little 
disconcerted by his losses, and in response 
to calls for an acknowledgment. of the 
honor conferred upon him by his election 
as President of the league, made a concilia- 
tory address, the most significant portion of 
which was, in effect, that this was not the 
time or place for Republicans to express 
their opinions on issues of the day. 

The ‘tight for free coinage has been con- 
ducted vigorously since the convention met. 
The most desperate efforts have been made 
to prevent public discussion of the subject, 
but nevertheless it has controlled every 
movement of the convention and its Com- 
mittee on Resolutions. Z 

The desire to avoid taking a position. on 
the currency question was clearly shown by 
the letters of regret received from Presi- 
dential possibilities. 

Chauncey M. Depew passed through 
Cleveland at an early hour this morning 
en route from Nashville to New-York. e 
had time to write a letter saying that ‘‘ im- 
portant business engagements’’ made it 
imperative that he deny himself the’ pleas- 
ure of addressing the convention. 

Gov. McKinley was too busy to leave Col- 
umbus to-day, but thought he might snatch 
a few hours from his executive duties to- 
morrow. Some ungenerous delegates sug- 
gested that by that time the convention 
would have announced its position on polit- 
ical questions now before the country and 
that Gov. McKinley would then be a little 
more certain as to where “he was at.” 

Allison of Iowa gave no reason for his 
absence, but regretted it—on paper. 

Thomas B. Reed, J. Sloat Fassett, Henry 
Cabot Lodge, anf other Republican states- 
men in their letters of regret merely said 
they were sorry. Benjamin Harrison, he 
of Indiana, didn’t regard his invitation to 
the convention as worthy of notice—at least 
he didn’t give it any notice. 

The reading of the tetters from the Presi- 
dential candidates failed to inspire enthusi- 
asm. But many people thought it inspired 
Warner Miller’s remarks. 

The Committee on Resolutions, which had 
been in almost continuous session for thir- 
ty-six hours, completed its report at 6 
o’clock to-night. 

A few minutes before, the convention, 
after an all-day session, had adjourned 
until to-morrow morning at 10 o’clock. 

The nature of the report is not a sur- 

rise. It leaves everything to the next 
National Republican Convention, Neither 
the money question nor the tariff question 
is even remotely referred to. The report is 
based on an article in the old Constitution 
of the Nationa! League of Republican Clubs, 
which provides that the league shall not 
meddle in any way with affairs which come 
properly within the province of the party 
convention. . 

There is no doubt that the adoption of 
such. a non-committal platform by the con- 
vention will cause great dissatisfaction in 
certain quarters, but there is less doubt 
that the convention will adopt it. 

The sub-committee of the Committee on 
Resolutions, which has been in session 
since the adjournment of the General Com- 
mittee, at 12:30 last night, early this morn- 
ing agreed upon an address. his address 
recommended that the convention take no 
action on the financial or other questions, 
but that it simply turn all such matters 
over to the National Convention in 1896. 

This address was referred to another sub- 
committee of three, commissioned to revise 
it only with regard to couching it in the 
best possible language, and making it sound 
as creditable as possible. This committee 
was composed of Robinson of Pennsylvania, 
Hartzell of Missouri, and Dubois of Idaho. 

In the convention to-day little routine 
business was transacted beyond the pres- 
entation of resolutions. 

Mr. Blackwell of Massachusetts called for 
an indorsement of woman suffrage, which 
called forth loud cries of ‘‘ No,” ‘‘ no.” He 
then offered another resolution arraigning 
the Democratic Party for not taking action 
in regard to the Armenian atrocities. Then 
resolutions began to pour in like rain, as 
fast as the clerk could read them. They 
provided for sympathy with Cuba, for pen- 
sions for the workingman, for free silver, 
and for almost everything else which con- 
ventions discuss. Frank H. Bier of Okla- 
homa wanted 16 to 1 coinage, and a ton. 


nage tax. 

Ee E. Jones, a colored delegate from the 
District of Columbia, offered a resolution 
approving of suffrage in the District of 
Columbia, and incidentally referring to the 
United States as a monarchy. . 

W. A. Schultze of New-York offered a 
resolution that the gold standard should be 
maintained. At this point J. H. Gaines ‘of 
West Virginia arose to a point of order. 
He claimed that the convention had no right 
to adopt any platform or any r utions on 
the currency question, because it was or- 
ganized for the sole purpose of promoting 
the interests of the Republican Party, and 
not for making a platform for the National 
Convention of 1804. 

President Tracy declared the point of 
order not well taken. A silver resolution 
was presented by State Senator Varnum of 
Colorado. 

An effort to stop the flood of resolutions 

roduced a discussion. Congressman Rob- 
nson, Chairman of the Committee om, Reso- 
lutions, proseating against the furthe®pres- 
entation of resolutions which were only 
duplications of ones already introduced un- 
til, he said, the committee would never be 


es,

report within the allotted time. ‘The com- 
mittee wished to report to-morrow morning 
if possible. This turned the tide in favor 
of the advocates of the suppressing of the 
resolutions, and the convention yoted to do 
so, then taking recess until 2 o'clock. 

“Horace G. Knowles of Massachusetts of- 
fered a resolution favoring a constitutional 
amendment favoring a six years’ Presiden- 
tial term. 

The Committee on Resolutions! was unani- 
mous. The resolution reported by a sub- 
committee differed from the one, finally 
adopted in that the former was based on the 
Minneapolis silver plank, which declares in 
favor of bimetallism ‘‘ under proper re- 
strictions,’’ and which the free silver mens 
considered a blow under the belt. 

Consequently the silver men to-night are 
jubilant and are claiming they have won a 
victory, but. the single-standard advocates 
do not grant this, and the nfore substantial 
of the delegates say the convention could 
not do otherwise than adopt an address 
simjlar to the one which will be presented 
to-morrow and still be consistent.

AT THE NATIONAL 


WASHINGTON, June 20.—No_ single 
feature of the silver movement has af- 
forded such amusement to politicians as the 
attempt of Mr. Sibley of Pennsylvania to 
become the Presidential candidate of the 
friends of free silver, The Sibley boom has 
for its’ supporters, first Sibley, and then 
Nevada Stewart, Nebraska Bryan, and the 
admirers of these blatant demagogues. It 
is a boom which requires constant procla- 
mation to show the public that it has 
any vitality. The failure of Sibley and 
his sponsors to accomplish anything at the 
Memphis convention is in line with his 
previous success in attempts to make him- 
self a national character. Sibley is learning 
the lesson which other scheming politicians 
have had forced up6n them—that it is dif- 
ficult to launch a Presidential boom: It is 
predicted here that Sibley soon will drop 
out of sight. 

The silver advocates take more kindly to 
the name of Don Cameron, possibly be- 
cause Mr. Cameron’s qualifications have 
been urged by more conservative silver men 
than Stewart or Bryan. It is now more than 
a year since Cameron went into ‘training 
for the Presidential nomination on a free- 
silver platform. He has spent most of his 
time in Washington since the adjournment 
of Congress, and every silver leader outside 
of the Sibley crowd has been in conference 
or correspondence with him. Lately there 
has been what appears to be a studied ef- 
fort to keep his name before the country. 
Senator Dubois, just previous to his de- 
parture from Washington for Cleveland, 
gave an interview *6 a Washington paper, 
ins which he declared that the Republican 
silver men, almost the entire crganization 
west of the Mississippi, had, in an informal 
way, fixed unvon Cameron as the man to 
urge for the Presidential nomination in 
1896. 

‘“*Cameron’s silver record,’’~said Mr. Du- 
bois, ‘‘is plain, straight, and unimpeach- 
able. He is for free coinage of silver, 16 to 
1, and everybody, especially those living 
west of the Missouri, knows him, The ques- 
tion of candidates has been discussed at 
many a campfire recently, and Cameron is 
the choice. He will get the silver vote in 
the next Republican Convention, and as 
long as there is the slightest show to nomi- 
nate him he will be voted for. At any 
rate, the use of his name Is an clement of 
Silver strength, and should the silver peo- 

le fail with him, it is at least a good way 

«© get them together in compact shape, 
ready to bring them to some other man 
who can win. I am free to say, however, 
that I believe Cameron stands a splendid 
show of success. He is organizing Pennsvl- 
vania, and there is not the least doubt in 
the world that the great Keystone delega- 
tion will go to the convention solid for 
Cameron.’’ Mr. Dubois added that Boss 
Quay would undoubtedly support Cameron. 

This interview is interesting chiefly in 
that it shows that the silver men, with 
Cameron at their head, are working indus- 
triously to advance their cause in Penn- 
sylvania. This fact should not be lost upon 
the sound-money Democrats, who have 
undertaken the task of opposing the silver 
propaganda. The silver men have a news- 
paper organ in Philadelphia, and there is 
increasing evidence that they are making 
a careful canvass of the State. Although 
the silver craze undoubtedly has received 
some serious setbacks in the last fortnight, 
the friends of sound money in Pennsyl- 
vania ought not to take it- for granted that 
the efforts of Cameron and his supporters 
will come to naught without diligent home 
opposition. They need to take off their 
coats and go to work.

Capt. R. L. Allen, Warden of the Joliet 
(ill.) State Prison, who is now in Washing- 
ton, is in favor of the contract system for 
the employment of convicts. He says that 
from an economical point of view it would 
be better for the State to employ the con- 
tract system, and that the objections to 
that system are superficial. No man in 
durance, he says, can compete with a free 


laborer in quality or quantity of work, and 
the cry of competition with honest labor is 
shallow and misleading. ‘‘ When the con- 
viets were free men,’ says Capt. Allen, 
“they were bread-earneds, or at least 
earned their living at some kind of oc- 
cupation, and, presumably did so more ef- 
feciently than When in jail. If, then, their 
labor did not militate against society, it 
could scarcely do so after incarceration: 
The complaint is absurd. 

“Tt is cruel to keep men lecked up with- 
out employment. If many men are con- 
fined with nothing whatever to do, some 
of them are sure to lose their mental bal- 
ance. In the best managed prisons con- 
stant employment can be furnished to not 
more than 70.or 75 per cent. of the in- 
mates, but were it not for the unreasoning 
prejud'ce against the contract system, con- 
tinual work could be furnished to all.” 

Capt. Allen went out to the Washington 
ball park to see Capt. Anson’s “ Colts” 
trounce the lecal club, and while sitting 
in the grand stand suffered the loss of his 
pocketbook, containing about $250. This is 
evidence to him that thee prisons of the 
country are destined never to become too 
large for the support of the criminal popu- 
lation.

The attempt of the District Commission- 
ers to compel the local street railway com- 
panies to comply with the regulations of 
Congress is marked by many amusing in- 
cidents. The .latest evidence of the con- 
tempt in which the laws are held by the 
street railway corporations is furnished by 
the Eckington and Soldiers’ Home Com- 


pany, wh',gi operates the only trolley line 
within the .ity Mmits. This corporation was 
ordered, a year or so ago, to change its 
motive power by the ist of next July. 
Nothing has been done by it toward con- 
forming to the law, and now its General 
Manager is out with a letter in which he 
coolly declares that inasmuch as the Con- 

ess refused permission to the company to 
nerease its bonded indebtedness, the com- 
pany will be unable to stand the expense 
of changing its motive power, and therefore 
will continue to operate the trolley. How 
the Commissioners will treat this open de- 
fiance of the law is a question that cannot 
now be answered. In the past, the street 
railway corporations of the District have 
had pretty much their own way, deferring 
to popular sentiment only when such action 
seemed desirable to them. The trolley line 
in question serves a large suburban popula- 
tion which would be greatly inconvenienced 
if it should be prohibited from running its 
ears after July 1.

The question of suitable fenders for the 
cars of the District lines has reached the 
point where suits have been entered against 
the companies for their failure to comply 
with the plain law on the subject. It is a 
fact, however, that comparatively few of 
the cable cars are equipped with fenders, 
and there is no immediate prospect appar- 
ently of the remaining cars receiving the 
prescribed equipment. The fenders mow in 
use are far from being handsome, and there 
is a question in the minds of many of their 
utility. An iron framework supports 4 
rope netting which is supposed to be suf- 
ficiently flexible to ‘“‘scoop up”’ the person 
struck, without injury to life or limb. The 
chances are that the framework, which 
is poorly protected, would inflict much in- 
jury to the unfortunate who might be 
struck by the fender. It seems strange that 
in this age of inventive genius something 
more ornamental and effective could not 
have been devised. 


Driven to Suicide by Strong Drink. 


CORNING, N. Y., June 20.—Jerry Han- 
ley, at one time a well-to-do resident of 
this city, took a large dose of paris green 
to-day, and is now in a dying condition. 
Monday last he cut his throat and threw 


himself in front of a locomotive, but was 
saved. Drink caused his ruin.

William! Schwarzwaelder died at his 
home, 59 South Portland Avenue, Brooklyn, 
yesterday after a month’s illness. He was 
a staunch Democrat, and the only public 
office he ever held was in the Board of 
Education, of which body he was a mem- 
ber from 1874 to 1882.

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HE STICKS 16 HIS STORY 


Wilson Unmoved by the Testimony of 
the Opposing Witnesses. 


THEY SAY HE WAS NOT SHANGHAIED 


Proof Offered of the Genuineness of 
the Signatures to the Deeds 


and Agreement’ with 


His Wife. 


' Further testimony was taken before Jus- 
tice Lawrence in the Supreme Court yes- 
terday in the suit of Jacob Wilson, for the 
recovery of real estate worth $34,050, from 
John J. Clancy, who married Wilson’s 
wife after she had obtained a divorce from 


him, while he was in Australia, whither, 
Wilson asserts, he had been shanghaied. 

Lillian FE. Faulk, who kept a store in 
Orchard Street in December, 1888, identified 
{Wilson as havihg purchased from her at 
that time two sheets, a couple of pillows, 
and a mattress, which he ordered sent to 
the ship Creedmoor. This testimony was to 
show that hw trip on the Creedmoor was 
voluntary. 

Bruce Fenn, who said that he was in the 
real estate business in 1885, testified that 
he drew up the deeds by which Wilson 
transferred all his interest in his father’s 
property to his wife, and the deeds were 
executed in the office of Gen. B. F. Tracy 
Noy. 14, 1885. These are the deeds which 
the plaintiff asserts are forgeries. Fenn ad- 
mitted on cross-examination that his recol- 
lection of the transaction was hazy. 

Edward Ellis, of 73 Ryerson Street, 
Brooklyn, testified that he met Wilson just 
before he left the city in 1885, and that 
Wilson tceid him he was going on a long 
Voyage. 

Wilson denied that he had ever received 
any money from George W. Miller, the 
lawyer, for his wife, or that he had ever 
transferred his interest in his father’s 
estate to his wife for $2,000, or any other 
sum. If he had signed a deed, it must have 
been while he was drunk or drugged. His 
signatures on the deeds, he said were forger- 
ies. He denied that he had ever fraudu- 
Jently collected any money, or that his wife 
had paid $750 to James Oliver for him, al- 
though a receipt to that effect was pro- 
duced. He also denied that he had bor- 
rowed $120 from a Catholic clergyman, but 
faid that his wife had borrowed the money. 

George W. Miller testified that he drew up 
the contract, by the terms of which Wilson 
transferred to his wife all his interest in 
his father’s estate for $2,000 -n cash. The 
day the contract was executed, Mrs. Wil- 
son paid her husband $75, and subsequently 
paid him the rest of the money. The agree- 
ment was signed by Wilson in his office in 
presence of Edward L. Savage, his partner, 
and employes in his office. 

Wilson was recalled, and denied every- 
thing that Miller had sworn to about the 
agreement, and the receipt by him of money 
from his wife. 

After some further unimportant testimony 
the case was closed and the court adjourned 
until this morning, when the counsel will 
sum up and the case will be given to the 
jury. 


ALIBI FOR POST OFFICE THIEVES 


Judge Brown Gives Them a Chance to 
Prove It in the Illinois Case, 


There was an argument before Judge 
Brown in the United States District Court 
yesterday in the matter of the request. of 
District Attorney Macfarlane for a war- 
rant of removal for Joseph Killoran, Charles 
Allen, and Henry Russell, the Post Office 
thieves, to Springfield, Il. The counsel for 
the prisoners contended that the Court 
could not issue a warrant of removal to 
any other State while the prisoners were 
held by the United States Marshal subject 
to the warrant of removal to be asked for 
by the Federal authorities in New-Jersey, 


and aJso that there was not sufficient proof 
that The prisoners were the men mentioned 
in the indictment found in Illinois. 

At the last hearing when the Commission- 
er held the men, he refused to allow them 
to prove by witnesses that they were in 
this city when the alleged offense was com- 
mitted in Illinois April 3, 1895, and that 
they were also in this city March 20, when 
the Postmaster said he had a conversation 
with two of them, Allen and Russell, in 
his office. 

The District Attorney claimed that the re- 
ception of the testimony to prove an alibi 
would have been merely contradictory, and 
would be going into the merits of the case. 
Judge Brown said that this was not so, and 
that he would certainly open the case to 
allow the introduction of the testimony to 
prove an alibi. The District Attorney asked 
to be allowed to submit authorities, but 
Judge Brown said that no matter what the 
authorities were, could they be found, he 
would not alter his decision on that point. 
He said that authorities might be handed 
up on the sufficiency of the indictment, and 
that on this he would give a decision next 
Monday. 


No Writ of Certiorari in Semken’s Case. 


James W. Fitzsimons, Associate Justice 
of the City Court, appeared before Judge 
Bischoff in the Court of Common Pleas 
yesterday to show cause why a writ of 
mandamus should not be issued against him 
to compel him, as a Justice of the City 
Court, to issue a writ of certiorari in the 


case of Henry Semken against the Board 
of Excise Commissioners. An application 
for a saloon license for the premises 258 
Tenth Avenue, made in April, 1895, by 
Semken was refused by the board on the 
ground that it would make the fourth sa- 
loon on the corner, and that it would not 
be consistent with public policy to grant 
a license for more than two saloons at the 
intersection of two streets. 

Semken made an application to Justice 
Fitzsimons for a writ to compel the Ex- 
cise Board to review its decision. The Jus- 
tice declined to issue the writ, and Sem- 
ken obtained an order from Judge Bischoff 
directing Justice Fitzsimons to show cause 
why he should nct be compelled to grant 
the writ. 

Judge Bischoff decided that it was not 
a proper case for a mandamus, and that 
Semken should have appealed if he was 
— satisfied with Justice Fitzsimons’s de- 
cision. 


Mary Elizabeth Haines’s Will. 


When the suit brought by Mrs. Julia

He was 
owing them $1,322 at the time, and they de- 
clined to sell him except @or spot cash. He 
expressed his willingness to pay cash, selected 
$600 worth of diamonds, and then said he could 
not pay them all cash, but paid them $157 cash 
and gave them a check for $443, signed by 
Serche Simon, wholesale dealer in tailors’ trim- 
mings, of 26 East Broadway. The check was 
dated June 10, payable July 10. and was drawn 
on the Bowery Bank. Dietz, they claim, repre- 
sented that Mr. Simon was worth considerable 
money. Mr. Simon failed Tuesday, and Feig- 
enbaum & Schweiger have been searching for 
Mr. Dietz ever since.

A WOMAN THE MURDERER 


On That Theory Another Arrest May 
Be Made in the Henry Case. 


FLETCHER JONES CANNOT BE FOUND 


Members of the Supply 


a Motive—Two 


Family 


Material for 


Police Theories Shattered 


—Capt. Kitzer Scored. 


There is some possibility that the Brook- 
lyn police may make another arrest in the 
Henry murder case within the next twenty- 
four hours. There was much talk to this 
effect in and around Police Headquarters 


in Brooklyn last night, and, while the police 

are outwardly professing their strong belief 

that the mn now in custody, William §. 

Henry, is the perpetrator of the murder, it 
‘ leaked out that their investigations yester- 

Gay had taken another direction. 

There was some talk, also, that there was 
the inevitable woman in the case, and that 
if the mew theory held by the police was 
substantiated, it would be a woman, and 
nota man, who would be arrested. 

Fletcher Jones, a nephew of old Mr, 
Henry, may know a great deal concerning 
the circumstances of Charles Henry’s death. 
The police have so far been unable to 
locate Fletcher Jones, but he is thought by 
them to be somewhere in New-York. 

Two members of the Henry family have 
made statements charging that Jones was 
heard to utter threats against the old miser, 

A near relative of the widow of the old 
miser said yesterday to a reporter for The 
New-York Times: ‘‘A year and a half ago 
Mrs. Charles Henry came to see me. She 
said she was afraid something would hap- 
pen ty her husband. “What's the matter?’ 
I asked. ‘I am afraid of Fletty Jones,’ she 
said. ‘Fletty’ was the nickname for 
Fletcher. Mrs. Henry told me that her hus-; 
band had turned ‘ Fletty’ out, and had re- 
fused to give him money. ‘ Fletty’ threat- 
ened his uncle, and said, ‘I'll get even with 
you for this.’ Mrs. Henry told me that 
*Fletty’ .had frequently applied to his 
uncle for money, and acted ugly when he 
didn’t get it.” 

Mrs. Sarah Henry, who was an aunt of 
the miser, has made a similar statement 
concerning Fletcher Jones, relating to an- 
other occasion. According to Mrs. Sarah 
Henry, Jones came to her two years ago 
and told her that Charles Henry had re- 
fused to give him money. Jones said to Mrs. 
Sarah Henry: ‘“ The old man ought to have 
his throat cut.””’ Mrs. Henry said that she 
had not seen Jones since, but had learned 
from her brother-in-law that Jones called 
there five months ago and asked for her ad- 
dress, which was refused. 

Fietcher Jones has a brother occupying a 
responsible position in one of the large pub- 
lishing houses in this city. The brother 
said yesterday: “I do not know where 
Fletcher Jones is at present, and I don’t 
care and don’t want to know. I have not 
had anything todo with him for years. I 
have not seen him for years. Last Summer 
‘he called here and tried to get my address. 
The last legitimate work I knew of his 
having was in Richmond, several years 
ago.”’ 

A member of the Henry family said last 
night: ‘“‘I do not believe that Fletcher 
Jones is now in Brooklyn, unless he has 
returned within a week. Several months 
ago he called on one of his relatives and 
borrowed some money, saying that he was 
going West to stay with his sister.”

ory that the murder was committed between 
Wednesday night and early Thursday morn- 
ing. From the condition of the body at 
the time he performed the autopsy. Satur- 
day. he reasons that the murder must. have 
been done between midnight Thursday and 
5 A. M. Friday. 

William Henry remained in his cell in 
Raymond Street Jail all day yesterday. 
His brother Walter spent the morning con- 
sulting with his lawyer in Brooklyn, and in 
the afternoon very leisurely cut the grass 
in front of his house in Flatbush. In the 
evening he went to Ridgewood, N. J. 

It was learned by a reporter for The 
New-York Times that Walter’s morning 
visit to Brooklyn had been for the purpose 
of instructing Lawyer Benedict, his civil 
attorney, to apply this morning to Surro- 
gate Abbott for letters of administration 
on his father’s estate. At the same hour 
that this application is made the brother 
William will be arraigned before Police 
Justice Haggerty, in the Myrtle Avenue 
Police Court, on a charge of having mur- 
dered his father. 

This examination, however, will be en- 
tirely perfunctory, and William will be re- 
manded back to prison for two weeks, Dur- 
ing this period the police hope to be able 
to perfect their case against him, 

Lawyer Backus said to a reporter for 
The New-York Times last night: “I am 
still counsel for both Walter and William, 
but I am bending all my efforts to clear- 
ing William, The letter upon which the po- 
lice lay so much stress will never be ad- 
mitted in evidence, nor will the alleged 
statements of Walter—‘ This is William's 
work,’ and so on. I am going to Canton, 
St. Lawrence County, but shall be within 
easy reach of Brooklyn should my presence 
be required. I agree with Dr. Shepard as 
to the time within which the crime must 
have been committed—that is, thirty-six 
Hours before 6 P. M. Saturday. 

‘“‘In my opinion, the police have not thor- 
oughly investigated the case. Why have 
they not found out how the murderer made 
his exit? He must have been covered with 
bleod. What did he do with his clothing?” 

The woman theory in the case probably 
originated with an anonymous letter sent 
to Justice Haggerty. It was in the hand- 
writing of a woman and was as follows: 

If you don’t say anything to put Walter Menry 
on his ghard, and watch him, you may find out 
something about him and a female ally that may 
be of benefit to you. It is impossible for me to 
say more. 

While old. Mr. Henry’s wealth, as esti- 
mated by the money and securities found 
in the house, is only $75,000, his real estate 
investments in Kings County represented 
another $75,000. It was also stated yester- 
day that he had within the last few years 
purchased property in the Bowery, New- 
York, valued at $100,000. 

Acting upon the suggestion made by Dr. 
Shepard, the police yesterday made a thor- 
ough search of the house, 95 South Portland 
Avenue, and the catch basin and sewers 
in the immediate neighborhood for the pur- 
pose of discovering a weapon with which 
the murder was committed and the blood- 
stained clothing which the murderer must 
have necessarily discarded to avoid detec- 
tion. The search, however, was fruitless. 

District Attorney Ridgway had a confer- 
ence yesterday with Capt. Kitzer and De- 
tective Sergeant Delehanty, after which the 
District Attorney announced: ‘We will 
prosecute William in the police court with 
all the resources at our command.” 

Mr. Ridgway is disposed to lay all the 
blame for the blundering that has been 
perceptible on the management of the case 
upon the shoulders of Capt. Kitzer. The 
latter had been in command of the Twen- 
tieth Precinct, in Cedar Street, Williams- 
burg, and had been, by transfer, in the 
Fourth Precinct only twenty minutes when 
the murder of Charles W. enry was dis- 
covered. 

Capt. Kitzer adopted an air of mystery 
and a policy of making mountains out of 
mole hills. 

‘*Capt. Kitzer {is not fitted for the Fourth 
Precinct,” said the District Attorney yes- 
terday. ‘‘ He should never have been trans- 
ferred from a precinct with. which he was 
entirely familiar to the Fourth Precinct. 
It is just like putting a city man up in the 
country to catch a greased pig.’”’

MR. BROOKFIELD NOT TO RESIGN 


Says There Is Nothing in the Rumor that 
He Will Now Give Up Office—Be- 
lieves in Civil Service, . 


William Brookfield, Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works under Mayor Strong, and the 
real leader of the anti-Platt Republicans 
in this city, was asked last night by a 
reporter for The New-York Times how 
much truth there was in the rumor that he 
was going to resign his office. 

“That rumor,” said Mr. Brookfield, “ has 
been in circulation for some time. I don’t 
know how it started. Perhaps some one 
heard me saying that I was not particularly 
fond of office holding, and the fact is I am 


not, but that does not mean that I have 
contemplated resigning. You may state it 
positively that I have no idea of resigning 
at present.” , 

“You have seen rumors that Mayor 
Strong and yourself have had differences of 
opinion? ”’- ' 

‘“*T know nothing about such rumors. The 
fact is that I was never more in sympathy 
with Mayor Strong that I am at the pres- 
ent time. He has carried out his pledges to 
the people to the letter. There are some 
men, of course, who aré disappointed be- 
cause they did not get office, but time will 
soon wipe out all that. 

“T have been in office long enough to be 
convinced that civil service is a vital neces- 
sity of our form of government. I believe 
in it as I believe in religion, and, so long 
as I am in office, I shall adhere te it 
strictly. I don’t say that the present civil 
service system is perfect, but I do Say that 
the theory is right. I believe that the ques- 
tion of patronage should, to a large ex- 
tent, be eliminated from ,politics. It will 
be better for both parties. The only way 
to do that is through the civil service. The 
sooner such patronage is out of the hands 
of both parties the better. I believe that 
the present Civil Service Commissioners are 
sincere, faithful, and honest men, They be- 
lieve in the theory they work on, and they 
shall get all possible aid from the Depart- 
ment of Public Works. 

“ Office getting and office filling is not the 
underlyin powere of Republicanism. If 
it was, if that is all that the Republican 
Party stood for, I should leave it to-mor- 
row.”’ 


TO IMPROVE THE CUSTOMS SERVICE 


Plans to Make the Delay of Imports 
Not to Exceed 24 Hours. 


In his efforts to improve the customs 
service at this port Collector Kilbreth has 
been trying to devise means by which de- 
lays of imports at the Appraiser’s Stores 
may not exceed twenty-four hours. The 
only way found by which this can he done 
is to increase the Appraiser’s force. Ap- 
praiser Bunn objects to this course, because 
of the additional expense it would entail. 
The differences of opinion over the matter 
will probably be referred to the Treasury 
Department for adjustment. Colléctor Kil- 
breth’s position is that the service here 
should be as good as it can be made. Con- 
siderations of small expense should not 
interfere with this purpose. Three-fourths 
of the customs revenues of the country are 
collected here, at an expense of about 2 
per cent. The increase of percentage would 
not be appreciable, the Collector thinks, if 
the service were improved. On the other 
hand, the certainty of prompt delivery. of 
goods’ to merchants might stimulate trading 
sufficiently to overcome the increased cost 
of handling and add to the revenues, 


Col. Waring Issues Instructions, 


Street-Cleaning Commissioner Waring yes- 
terday issued to the District Superintend- 
ents of the department instructions relative 
to the removal of trucks in the street.

ELEVATED TRAINS IN A COLLISION 





Qne Car Filled with Passengers Nearly 
Thrown to the Street—Surface Car 
Deluged with Water. 


There was a serious rear-end collision on 
the Second Avenue elevated railroad at 
Forty-sixth Street yesterday morning. Col. 
F. K. Hain, General Manager of the ele- 
vated system, said the accident was due to 
the inexcusable carelessness of Engineer 
Samuel B, Tucker of the second train, One 
of the cars loaded with passengers nearly 
rolled into the street. 

The East River Gas Company is excavat- 
ing along Second Avenue for laying its 
pipes. It has been necessary to do consid- 
erable blasting in the solid rock underlying 
the surface of the avenue. At 9:30 A. M. 
preparations were completed for a blast, 
and a flagman was sent to Forty-sixth 
Street to stop all elevated trains. 

Engine No, 55, drawing five cars, had just 
left the Forty-second Street station, bound 
Yor Harlem. The engineer, Charles Masher, 
saw the warning flag, and brought his train 
to a stop between Forty-fifth and Forty- 
sixth Street. There was a red flag on the 
rear platform of the last car. 

A minute behind Engineer Masher’s train 
was another train of five cars, drawn by 


Engine No. 250. Samuel B. Tucker, the 
mae of the second train, apparently 
paid no attention to the stalled train ahead 
of him, He pulled out of the Forty-second 
Street station and opened the throttle to the 
fifteen-mile-an-hour notch. 

Engine No, 250 dashed into the rear of the 
train ahead at full speed. The shock to 
both trains was terrific. It threw all the 
passengers into a panic. 

The rear car of the forward train was 
knocked completely from the track, and one 
end was thrown sidewise on one of the 
iron beams joining and supporting the up 
and down tracks. The rear platform of the 
car was smashed to pieces. But for the 
crossbeam the car would have been hurled 
into ‘the street. Engine No. 250 was run- 
ning with its tender ahead. The tender 
was partly wrecked and the water tank 
torn open. The contents of the tank 
poured down into Second Avenue, deluging 
the passengers in a surface car. 

Most of the passengers got out through 
the windows to the board walk between the 
tracks, by which they reached the Forty- 
second Street station. Two women in the 
car fainted. The passengers were trans- 
ferred to the Third Avenue road at Thirty- 
fourth Street. 

The water from the tank of the tender of 
Engine No, 250, which poured down on a 
surface car in Second Avenue, caused a 
panic among its passengers. ‘T’'wo women 
fainted, and were carried into a drug store, 

The collision produced a block on the ele- 
vated until 12 o’clock noon, extending down 
as far as Twenty-third Street. 

Engineer Tucker told the newspaper re- 
porters that his air brakes would not work, 
thereby causing the collision. Col. Hain, 
after an investigation, stated that the acci- 
dent was due to Tucker’s inexcusable care- 
lessness. Col. Hain said Tucker had ad- 
mitted his fault. 


A LUTHERAN SYNOD IN BROOKLYN 


One Hundred Congregations and 40,000 
Communicants Represented. 


The one hundred and fourth annual Synod 
of the Evangelical Lutheran Ministerium 
of New-York and other States was opened 
in St. Peter’s German Lutheran Church, 
Bedford Avenue, near De Kalb Avenue, 
Brooklyn, yesterday morning. 

About 100 congregations, with a total of 
40,000 communicants, were represented. The 


‘Rev. G. C. F. Hass of this city presided 


and preached the annual sermon. The Rev. 


Dr. J. Nicum delivered an address on the 
Wagner College, and the Rev. G. A. Bier- 
deman spoke on education in the evening.

SCHENECTADY, N. Y. June 20.—At a 
recent Union College dinner, Chauncey M. 
Depew said, speaking for the Board of Re- 
gents, that they must feel that one of the 
most important factors in the development 


of the greatness of New-York State has 
been Union College. There is hardly an 
office, Federal or State, that has not been 
occupied by a Untfon graduate. On the list 
of her alumni are found the names of Ar; 
thur, Seward, Hoffman, Lamont, Daniel 
Butterfield, Alexander H. Rice; ex-Governor 
of Massachusetts,.and.humdreds of others

prominent in politics, in the pulpit, at the 
bench and bar, in every walk of scientific 
and professional life, while 36 college Presi- 
dents and over 300 college professors have 
at other fields of learning imparted the in- 
structions received at Union. 

Union College was incorporated by the 
Regents of the University: of the State of 
New-York on Feb. 1795, being the 
second incorporated in the State and the 
first strictly undenpminatigqnal college in the 
United States. Its name, ‘‘ Union,’’ came 
from this joining of all denominations in 
its incorporation, and this spirit of Chris- 
tian unity is shown by its motto: ‘In ne- 
cesariis unitas, in dubiis libertas, in omni- 
bus caritas’’—‘‘In essentials unity, in un- 
certainties liberty, in all things charity.’’ 

The charter was obtained by Gen. Philip 
Schuyler and Dirck Romeyn, pastor of the 
First Reformed Church at Schenectady, and 
through their influence the then existing 
academy was given to the Trustees of 
Union College, the building to be sold and 
the proceeds used to procure a suitable 
building. Such a building was erected at 
a cost of $60,000, and after being sold to the 
city and rebought by the college, was used 
as @ dormitory till 1854, when it was finally 
sold to the city. The present grounds of 
about 200 acres were secured in 1812, and 
on this site all the college buildings are 
situated. . The buildings are situated on an 
elevation looking out over the Mohawk. 
The two main. buildings face westward, 
about YOO feet apart,» while from each ex- 
tend backward long colonnades, inclosing 
between the two colleges a. large campus. 
In the rear of the campus is the ‘ round 
building,’” Memorial Hall, with its vast 
dome, and, curving toward either college, is 
the new Powers Memorial Building and the 
Washburn Library, with its 40,000 volumes, 
The other buildings are the well-equipped 
gymnasium, the chapel, natural history und 
geological museums, the. chemical and 
physical laboratories, Psi Upsilon Chapter 
house, and the residences of the Faculty. 

Of the 200 acres which comprise the 
grounds, 30 lie in front of the buildings. ‘1’o 
the rear -is the ‘‘ garden,” the memorial 
by his daughter to Prof. Jackson, ‘‘ Captain 
Jack,’”’ a former Professor of Botany. Its 
shady walks and beautiful flowers, the old 
elm under which Dr. Nott used to sit and 
read, and “‘ the brook that bounds through 
Union’s grounds” will always be affection- 
ately remembered by Union alumni. Be- 
sides the grounds the college owns property 
on Long Island, from which large returns 
are expected. 

Union’ was among the first colleges to 
adopt courses in scientific instruction, and 
the first to est-'’ish a separate course in 
civil. engineering, the semi-centennial of 
which will be celebrated this year. There 
are now courses leading to the degrees of

A. B., Ph. B., C. E., B. E., and courses in 
electrical engineering and analytical chem- 
istry. 

Tae Greek letter fraternities number ten, 
six of which were established at Union, the 
‘mother of fraternities,” as she has been 
called. In order of founding they are: 
Kappa Alpha, Sigma Phi, Delta Phi, Ps! 
Upsilon, Delta Upsilon, Chi Psi, Alpha 
Delta Phi, Beta Theta Pi, Phi Delta Theta, 
Phi Gamma Delta. The literary societies 
are the Philomathean, founded in 1793, and 
the Adelphic, founded in 1796. There are 
numerous other college organizations, in- 
cluding an unusually fine musical associa- 
tion, composed of glee, banjo, mandolin, 
and guitar clubs. 

In athletics the college is no longer among 
the last, but in baseball, football, and track 
athletics is rapidly pushing to the front. 
College life at Union differs little from that 
in other colleges, except that hazing is 
practically abolished and all fun is of a 
harmless character. There are just two 
rules at Union—each student must do his 
work and comport himself in a gentlemanly 
manner. 

No reference to the college is complete 
without a reference to the “ Idol,’”’ which 
was presented to the students by an alum- 
nus residing in China. Around this have 
occurred many a class contest, and every 
freshman class paints it red. 

The first President of Union was the Rey. 
John Blair Smith, 1795-9. He 'was followed 
by Jonathan Edwards, Jr., 1790-1801; Jon- 
athan Maxey, 1801-3; Eliphalet Nott, D. D., 
1804-66, the real father of the college and 
the man whose name brings forth a voi- 
ume of applause whenever mentioned at a 
Union meeting. He was the originator of 
the great lottery which provided for the 
future wealth of the college and which 
placed it on a firm financial basis. The Rev, 
Laurens P. Hickok, 1866-8, succeeded him, 
followed by the Rev. Charles A. Aiken, 
1869-71. The Rev. E. Nott Potter, under 
whose _ direction Union University was 
founded, presided till 1884, when Judson S. 
Landon, D., was appointed President 
ad interim. Harrison Webster was 
elected President in 1888 and resigned in 
1894, when President Andrew Van Vranken 
Raymond was elected. 

The first. century of Union is nearly com- 
pleted, and Trustees, Faculty, students, and 
alumni are ready to start cn the second, 
taking as their motto the words of Presi- 

‘{ dent yor ad’s inaugural address: ‘ That

the Union of the future may repeat the 
vigorous life, the high aims, and the public 
service of the Union of the past is the 
rayer, the hope, the confidence of every 
oyal son.”’

Frank Bulkley to Succeed the ex-Senator 
on the Park Avenue Commission—

Ex-Senator Fox, who was removed, is 
President of the Democratic Club of the 
City of New-York.

James H, Haslin, another member of this 
commission, is a Tammany man, and may 
be removed within a day or two. 

The question has been raised recently 
as to whether the power of removal law 
would cease to be operative at midnight 
on June 30 or at noon on July 1.

PLAN FOR THE COLLECTION OF CHECKS 


A Committee Presents It at the Long 
Island Bank Group Meeting. 


The quarterly meeting of Group No. 8 of 
the New-York State Banking Association 
was held in the Hotel St. George, Brooklyn, 
yesterday. The group includes Brooklyn 
and Long Island banks. President John G. 
Jenkins of the First National Bank pre- 
sided. The following banks were repre- 
sented: First National, National City, 
Fifth Avenue, Fulton, Mechancs’, Mechan- 
ics and Traders’,-Seventeenth Ward, and 
Union of Brooklyn, Bank of Amityville, 
South Side Bank of Bay Shore, Freeport, 
Bank of Huntington, Patchogue; Suffolk 
County National Bank of Riverhead, 
Queens County Bank of Long Island City, 
Bank of Rockville Centre, and Woodhaven 
Bank. 


T. L. Wood of the Woodhaven Bank re- 
ported for the committee appointed to con- 


sider the subject of collection of checks on 
Long Island as follows: 


1. The appointment of a bank to act as clear- 
ing agent, to be known as the clearing bank for 
Long Island checks. 

2. Said clearing bank to receive for collection 
checks on Long Island banks, charging the uni- 
form rate of 1-20 per cent. exchange, and to 
charge such checks to the banks on which they 
are drawn, less same rate of exchange. 

8. Banks exchanging through New-York Clear- 
ing House to send their Long Island collections 
each afternoon by mail to the clearing bank for 
amount, less 1-20 per cent., through next morn- 
ing’s exchanges. 

4. Each Long Island bank to keep with clearing 
bank funds sufficient to pay checks from day to 
day, and to carry an additional balance with the 
clearing bank of from $2,500 to $5,000, accord- 
to volume of business done; the clearing 
bank to pay interest at the rate of 2 per cent, 
per annum on those balances, 

5. ‘‘ Not good’’ items to be protested and 
charged back to the clearing bank, 

The committee sent circulars to each of 
the twenty-two Long Island banks. Of this 
number seven approved the plan, five gave 
a conditional assent, three objected, and 
five had not responded. 

The committee recommends the appoint- 
ment as clearing agent of the First Nation- 
al Bank of Brooklyn, for the following 
reasons: It is a member of the New-York 
Clearing House Association; it is a desig- 
nated: depository for both national and 
State banks; it. has a large capital, and it 
is the only bank meeting all these condi- 
tions which, so far as the committee has 
made inquiry, is willing to undertake the 
work. 


MEDALS FOR EXHIBITORS AT ATLANTA 


Dr. Gilman of Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity to Have Charge of Awards. 


WASHINGTON, June 20.—Charles A, Col- 
lier, President of the Atlanta Exposition 
Company, has just offered the position of 
Chief of the Bureau of Awards to Dr. Dan- 
iel C. Gilman, President of Johns Hopkins 
University.

SEEKING TO GAIN PROFIT 


T. McCants Stewart’s View. of the 
‘Malby Law Tests. 


MERCENARY MOTIVE MAY INSPIRE SOME 


Fine Goes to the Person Complaining 
—The Colored Lawyer Says He 
Would Not Prosecute a 
Case of the Kind, 


T. McCants Stewart, the colored lawyer, 
formerly a member of the Brooklyn Board 
of Education, suggested a motive yesterday 
for the action of some of the colored men 
who have been going about in public places 
since the Malby Civil Rights bill became a 
law to get evidence against hotel, restau- 


rant, and saloon proprietors who refuse to 
accommodate colored persons in their es- 
tablishments. 

Mr. Stewart said that in his opinion some 
of those who have been making such 
“tests”’ were actuated by a desire to get 
the damages awarded by the Malby law as 
part of the penalty imposed upon those 
who disregard it, and he declared that he 
never would prosecute a case of the kind. 
He said the practice was abominable, and 
never was contemplated by those who inter- 
ested themselves in the passage of the 
Malby law. é : 

“As to the Douglass Club or any other 
organization or any individual going the 
rounds of the city for the purpose of test- 
ing the Malby law, I do not approve it,’’ 
said Mr. Stewart to a reporter for The New- 
York Times. ‘I think it unwise, and ina 
sense discreditable. There is a very large 
class of colored people who could not pos- 
sibly do such a thing and who have no sym- 
pathy with it. White people may not know 
it, but there are colored people who, if 
they are refused accommodations, | dislike 
to mention it because of their extreme sen- 
sitiveness and delicacy. Even when they 
know they have a perfect right to go, they, 
as a rule, would not go because, being peo- 
ple of considerable gentility, they are un- 
comfortable if they feel they are in the 
midst of surroundings where they are not 
welcome. All colored people, however, are 
glad to have the law so binding that no 
public accommodation can be denied them 
when and where they have naturally 
seek it. 

‘*Much of the feeling among colored peo- 
ple has grown from the fact that'so many 
who represent real culture have been sub- 
jected to outrageous discrimination. For 
example: I have been consulted in a great 
many cases, but with the exception of the 
case of T. Thomas Fortune against James 
Trainor, I have never brought a case 
even a quasi civil rights character. 
among the cases about which 
consulted I will speak of two: 

“The wife of a leading colored business 
man—a man who employs fifty men, whose 
residence, which he owns, is in one of the 
leading avenues in Brooklyn—after shopping 
all one morning on a warm day, tired and 
hungry, stepped into a restaurant to be 
told that they did not serve colored people 
there. P 

“The same experience was undergone by 
the wife of one of the most prominent col- 
ored men, a professional man of this city. 
She is a thoroughly educated woman, and 
has had contact with the highest society 
circles in this country and Europe: 

“Such cases of discrimination have made 
colored people indignant beyond expression, 
and I have no doubt that.Mr. Anderson and 
his friends, who are as cultured gentlemen 
as any who patronize resorts in the Tender- 
loin, have been subjected to harsh and un- 
just discrimination. They set out to have 
revenge, and produced an effect from which 
wreey self-respecting colored man must re- 
volt. 

‘When I read in the papers that the 
Hotelkeepers’ Association was opposing 
the Malby bill I set on foot a plan where- 
by on a Sunday night, preceding the Gov- 
ernor’s action, every colored minister in 
New-York and Brooklyn hid his congre- 
gation sign a petition to the Governor ask- 
ing him to sign the bill. Thit was done 
without publicity, for we felt that the less 
notoriety the better. 

“ All we want is that places professing 
to accommodate the public shall not be 
at liberty to insult decent, orderly people 
who respect their own and other people’s 
rights whenever such people naturally 
have occasion to seek accommodations. 

“Se far as social equality is concerned, 
colored people say ‘ Fiddlesticks! There is 
not one of us but recognizes that every 
man is the arbiter of the social circle, and 
people choose their social friends as they 
please.’ 

“As a lawyer, I would not go into court 
representing cases arising out of studied at- 
tempts to test the law by going from place 
tc place with chins on the. shoulder. 
Three colored men were in my office yes- 
terday who had grievances against certain 
saloons where they were refused service, 
but I begged to be excused. from bringing 
suit under such circumstances. 

“The Laws of 1893, Chapter 692, contain 
an amendment to the Penal Code covering 
civil rights providing that citizens, without 
respect to race, color, or previous condition 
of servitude, shall enjoy full and equal 
accommodations at hotels, inns, taverns, 
restaurants, public conveyances, on land or 
water; theatres, or other places of public 
resort or amusement, and any person deny- 
ing or advising or inciting another to deny 
this right is guilty of a misdemeanor, pun- 
ishable by a fine of not less. than $50 nor 
more than $500. Under the new law there 
is imprisonment for thirty to ninety days 
and a fine of from $100 to $500, which, in- 
stead of going to the State or county, goes 
to the individual complaining. That is the 
reason some mercenary people are losing 
sight of the broad and reasonable limita- 
tions surrounding this matter of the equal- 
ity of all persons in the enjoyment of pub- 
lic rights.”’

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VIEWS OF A SOUTHERN MAN. 
What ex-Gov. Bullock of Georgina Says 


of the Malby Bill. 


Ex-Gov. Rufus B. Bullock of Georgia was 
at the Fifth Avenue Hotel yesterday, and 
in the corridor he discussed the new law 
which was designed to extend to the colored 
citizen the right to go anywhere he pleases 
and receive such treatment at the hands 
of proprietors of theatres, hotels, restau- 
rants, saloons, and other resorts as is ac- 
corded to the white man, 

“For twenty-five years,” he said, ‘ the 
Northern people have been:trying: to regu- 
late the negro question in the South and 


agitating the question in q4 way. calculated | 


to do more harm than good... We have 
settled the question in the South in the 


best way possible by just letting things 
alone. The problem has more or less regu- 
lated itself. 

‘‘T see by the bill Gov. Morton has signed 
that the negro in this State has really the 
advantage of the white race. Any negro 
ean go into a restaurant, hotel, or theatre, 
and, if he is put out or is not served, he 
has a case for damages. But a white man 
who does not look reputable can be put out 
and nothing will be done. Verily, the 
chickens have come home to roost. It 
seems to me a drastic and unnecessary law. 
An advantage is given to the negro which 
perhaps he does not wish, and which may 
cause trouble. A white man who looks like 
a ‘bum’ and is not well clad is not per- 
mitted to seat himself in a swell restaurant 
and dine. He is courteously and, if nec- 
essary, forcibly shown the way out. The 
restaurant keeper knows that the presence 
of a disreputable-looking white man would 
be objectionable to his patrons. As I interpret 
this law passed at Albany, any negro, no 
matter how badly clad he may be, cannot be 
refused nor put out. This looks like class 
legislation. 

“The negro in the South is well treated 
and has all he desires. Some discrimina- 
tion is made South in certain things, but 
not to any great extent. The negro has all 
of his rights, and he has advanced ma- 
terially and educationaily. In Georgia the 
negro is not permitted to ride in the same 
ear with the whites, but the law stipulates 
that his car accommodations shall be equal- 
ly good as those used by whites. In our 
theatres a special part of the auditorium is 
set apart for the negroes, and the do 
not object’ In’ the least.’ In sgme Southern 
States—not Georgia—the ne can ride in 
any of the ratlroad cars. o discrimination 


is made in Atlanta, where I live, in street 
ears. You can see negroes and whites 
seated side by side in them. In the public 
parks in the city the negroes have the 
same privilege. In some suburban parks 
signs are placed saying negroes are not ad- 
mitted in the grounds, except as nurses and 
attendants, but this is done merely to pre- 
vent the negroes from having picnics on the 
grounds. 

“The negro policy in the South has been 
solved by the let-alone policy. The negro 
has the same right there before the law as 
the white man, and he knows how to invoke 
its aid.” i

Assembly Judiciary Comimittes Meets to 
Hear Charges Against George C. 
Appell of Mount Vernon. 


The Assembly Judiciary Committee was

ALL DIPLOMAS GRANTED TOGETHER 


Three Thousand Persons Witnessed 
the Impressive Ceremonies Held 
in Armory Hall Yester- 


day Afternoon. 


ITHACA, N. Y., June 20.—Cornell held he 
twenty-sixth annual commencement exer- 
cises to-day. Cornell still clings to the cus- 
tom of having the graduates receive their 
diplomas formally and together, making 


commencement day the great day of the 
College year, and a fitting climax to the 
four years of toil and study. 

Amory Hall seats three thousand people, 
and it was filled from end to end. The 
decorations from the senior ball still re- 
mained, and the hall bore a festive appear- 
ance. As usual, the Trustees and Faculty 
occupied the stage. To the right of Presi- 
dent Schurman sat Henry W. Sage, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees. On his left 
was ex-President Andrew D. White. 

The exercises of the day were opened with 
prayer by the Rev. Charles M. Tyler. Then

Stocks Under Manipulation by the 
Professional Element. 


VERY HEAVY SPECULATION IN SUGAR 


A Downward Tendency in the Early 
Trading Followed by a Re- 
covery on Covering — The 


Rush in the Iron Trade. 


THURSDAY—P. M. 
The stock market was dull and uninter- 
esting, operations being confined almost ex- 
clusively to the rofessional element. Lor- 
don did practically nothing, the selling by 


houses which usually do an arbitrage busi- 
ness being looked upon as for domestic ac- 
count. In the morning the tendency of 
prices was downward, but in the afternoon 
the current changed. The late strength was 
due to covering of short contracts put out 
earlier, in the hope of bringing about a re- 
action. On the slight recession which oc- 
eurred, traders showed no disposition to 
part with their holdings, and the bears lost 
mony on their operations, 

Speculative interest centred in Sugar, 
which was under very heavy manipulation, 
and in which the trading amounted to one- 
third of the whole day’s business. The 
price was marked up to 120% in the first 
ten minutes, but from that it fell back to 
119 before noon. Later in the day it de- 
clined to 118, and closed at 118%, a loss of 
15g points. The bull manipulation was in 
the hands of a trader who as-a rule is a 
pronounced bear. It is believed that the in- 
siders ar@ out of the stock, and that they 
are not Concerned in the present manipu- 
lation. Traders generally were the prin- 
cipal sellers of the stock to-day. There was 
renewed activity in Tennessee Coal and 
Iron. It closed at 89%, a gain of 2% points 
on the day, and the highest price it has 
sold at since the present movement began. 
It was rumored that the pool which took 
its profits recently has been reorganized, 
with the object of further advancing the 


stock. The other industrials were without 
special feature. 

There was heavy trading in Reading at 
advancing prices, much of the buying being 
for Philadelphia. It closed % higher, as did 
also Jersey Central. Mr. Morgan was due 
to arrive here from Europe to-day, and the 
smeteeson prevails that the adjustment of 
the coal difficulties will be one of his first 
undertakings. It is also thought that he 
will take an active part in the reorganiza- 
tion of the Reading Company. The Grang- 
ers ‘were quiet, but closed fractionally 
higher, Rock Island being an exception, 
with a loss of 4%. The Southwestern stocks 
were quiet, but ‘firm. Wheeling and Lake 
Erie was unusually active, and was strong, 
advancing to 15% and closing at 1514, a net 
gain of % The strength is based on im- 
raving earnings and more satisfactory con- 

itions in the bituminous coal industry. 

There was little news during the day. 
Crop reports and railway earnings continue 
to be favorable. The rush in the iron trade 
continues, and, according to The Iron Age, 
at such a rate as to frighten the more con- 
servative, but, it adds, to men who have 
been starving so long, talk of the evils of 
glutton is not very impressive. The roll- 
ing mills are very busy throughout the 
country, and makers of foundry iron have 
advanced prices another 50 cents a ton,

Your Committee 
are informed that during the month of May the 
liabilities were reduced by payment of $400,- 
000 of loans and notes, while the value of mer- 
chandise and accounts receivable on hand June 
1 amounted in round numbers to $2,000,000, be- 
sides some other small items of value. 

On their own showing the Company have ahun- 
dant assets to pay current liabilities without 
encroaching at all on your security. 

(2.) While it is true that the Company started 
under serious difficulties, arising in part from 
the obligations of the old Company, for which 
due allowance ought to be made, yet it had 
January 1, 1894, a capital of $1,197,624.27 in cash, 
$276,963.44 in good accounts, and $1,296,001.01 in 
merchandise, aggregating $2,770,588.72; and sub- 
sequently received from sales of»securities $567,.

Cost of Manngement.—The ‘office and 
agency expenses’ for the year were $260,036.43

In conclusion, your Committee have dis-

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS, 


CHICAGO, June 20.—Action of wheat prices 
Was quick and nervous to-day, the feeling some- 
times giving the impression that a break of im- 
portance was imminent, while again there was 
every occasion for alarm among shorts. A loss of 
%@%c from yesterday was noted at the opening, 
The Cincinnati Price Current’s estimate of 425,000,- 
000 bushels for the entire crop not being exactly 


to the liking of bulls and holders. A rally was 
soon forthcoming, however,, reports of export 
gales of 52 loads at the seaboard late yesterday 
being’ circulated, and gossip of too much rain 
in the Northwest, delay to the harvest, going the 
round. There was free selling when a lc re- 
covery had taken place, and prices were soon 
below the starting point, after which more 
stories of export sales helped them up again. 
Liverpool: opening cables were lower, but the 
closing ones were firm and higher. Paris and 
Berlin both reported declines. Receipts were 21 
cars for Chicago and 140 in the Northwest. With- 
drawals from store were 28,712 bushels and 248,- 
877 bushels cleared at the seaboard. Notwith- 
standing the effort to throw a shadow on the 
Spring wheat prospects by claiming that too 
much rain had fallen in the Northwest, the tenor 
of unbiased advices from that quarter was that 
the outlook was brilliant for both quantity and 
quality. 

WHEAT—July opened from 71%c to 71%c, sold 
between 7254c and Tic, closing at 72c, Wwe higher 
than yesterday. Cash wheat showed very little 
change from yesterday, sales averaging at steady 
prices. Receipts at principal Western points were 
167,666 bushels; shipments, ¢90,978 bushels. Re- 
ceipts at Eastern points, 17,153 bushels; ship- 
ments, 131,463 bushels. 

CORN was, after all, mainly a sympathetic 
market. The strength and weakness of wheat 
exercised greater force in determining the direc- 
tion than thé direct news. Shorts, However, keep 
their eyes open, the light receipts and the belief 
that the movement is‘nearly at an end rendering 
them cautious and alert. Receipts to-day were 
60 cars, and only 110 are estimated for to-morrow. 
Withdrawals from store were 161,530 bushels, and 
106,614 bushels cleared at the seaboard. Liver- 
pool opening cables were \%d lower. The closing 
ones were steady at yesterday’s closing prices. 
The Cincinnati Price Current reported the corn 
retarded im central regions, but expressed the 
opinion that early rains would cause it to revive. 
July corn opened at 49c, sold between 49%c and 
48i~c, closing. at 49\4c, unchanged from yesterday. 
Receipts at principal Western points were 117,549 
bushels; shipments, 54,617 bushels.
